That wrong for the reason that there are 
many people practicing medicine, and licensed 
some one more states, who never had 
any medical education speak and whose 
license was secured merely filing diploma, 
which may have been purchased from “diploma

than actual. Many our legislators not seem 
know these things; many them seem 
think that anyone should have whack the 
business medicine; they forget that pro- 
fession dealing with life and death and that the 
people should protected much possible 
against incompetence and ignorance.

Dr. Wilbur Sawyer, 
the Bulletin the California State Board 
Health for November 1912, has axcellent article 
this subject. Samples several disinfectants 
were tested for the State Board Control with, 
comparison with the claims made for them, re- 
markable results. one case the label claimed 
that constant dripping this oil into the bowls 
closets urinals would disinfect them and 
would also diffuse pleasant odor which would 
kill contagious germs the air such 
losis and ‘all kinds “Examination 
the oil showed that dried typhoid baeilli could 
soaked for least sixteen hours and would 
remain alive.” And for stuff sold and 
because such false and fraudulent claims that 
people are not only paying their good money, but 
doubtless many cases they are placing false

TONSILS AND ADENOIDS—THEIR SIG- 


GEORGE KRESS, D., Los Angeles. 


Tonsils and adenoids are among the most im- 
portant structures the human body. This state- 
ment made not much from the standpoint 
the known physiological function those tissues, 
from the serious results produced the patho- 
logical conditions which both are liable.

deyer.” This ring Waldeyer may said in- 
clude the two palatine faucial tonsils the back 
part the mouth fauces; the adenoid epi- 
pharyngeal tonsil located the epipharyngeal 
post nasal space; the lingual tonsil situated the 
base the tongue; some isolated lymphoid patches 
the larynx, especially about the ventricles and 
sometimes called the laryngeal tonsil; and some 
scattered patches lymphoid tissue the nose, 
especially about the lower turbinates, referred 
occasionally the nasal tonsils. this group may 
also added what are called the tubal tonsils, 
which are patches lymphoid tissue about the 
mouths the eustachian tubes; these latter being, 
however, regarded some only part the 
adenoid tonsils. The term tonsil applied these 
structures has special significance other than 
present the thought lymphoid tissue 
very like that the two almond-appearing palatine 
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bodies nearly always thought when the term 
tonsil used. All these structures fact may 
said have histological structure very similar 
that found Peyer’s patches the intestine, 
the solitary lymphoid follicles the appendix 
colon, the lymphatic glands other por- 
tions the body. 

Embryologically considered, the tonsils make their 
appearance about the fourth month gestation and 
birth have size about one-fifth two-fifths 
inch diameter. reach their full size 
about the sixth eighth year, then gradually begin 
atrophy that the age puberty, say twelve 
fourteen, they should normally very insignifi- 
cant structures, far external appearances go. 


Anatomy the Faucial Tonsils. The 


faucial tonsils are two, each having free 
inner surface facing the fauces oro-pharynx, the 
remaining portion the structure lying fossa 
formed laterally the sheath the superior con- 
strictor muscle; anteriorly being bounded the 
anterior pillar, which fold mucous membrane 
covers the palato-glossus muscle (which when 
contracts helps constrict the faucial isthmus and 
holds the tonsil back and posteriorly be- 
ing bounded the posterior pillar, another fold 
mucus membrane covering the palato-pharyngeus 
muscle (the contraction which muscle helps lift 
the soft palate well also aiding make smaller 
the isthmus the fauces). 


birth the tonsils are often covered mem- 
brane plica tonsillaris, but the end the 
first year life only two portions this usually 
remain, known respectively the upper plica 
semilunaris, which often forms also the inner cov- 
ering fossa recess above the tonsil known 
the supra-tonsillar fossa; and the lower base 


The external portion the tonsil, lying the 
sheath the superior constrictor muscle, cov- 
ered firm capsule, the arteries (tonsillar, ascend- 
ing pharyngeal, ascending palatine 
linguea) entering the neighborhood the base 
hilum. plexus veins covers the tonsils and 
there free connection with’ lymphatic vessels 
which the tonsils are connected with the submaxil- 
lary glands and then the deep chain cervical 
lymphatic glands. Von Lénard has also shown 
close lymphatic connection the tonsils with the 
lymphatic tissue the nose (as witness sympathetic 
tonsil inflammation after nose operations) and also 
with the opposite tonsil; and Grober’s experiments 
injecting coloring mattér into the tonsils have 


shown its transposition the neck and 


glands and the connective tissue the apices 
the lungs. 

The nut-like bodies known the palatine 
faucial tonsils maturity have size about 
one inch length, three-fourths inch 
width and one-half inch thickness. 
puberty they undergo physiological atrophy, that 
claimed that after the age fourteen tonsil 


which appears other than shrunken 


may looked upon abnormal. 


The faucial surface the tonsil presents the: 
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mouths openings from five fifteen twenty 
glands crypts, which extend back times 
the capsule and which are lined with pavement 
epithelium and surrounded lymphoid tissue such 
that already referred to. 


Anatomy the Adenoid Tonsil. regards the 
normal anatomy the adenoid tonsil Luschka’s 
tonsil the epipharyngeal tonsil (by which latter 
names also known) have consider only 
some discrete patches lymphoid tissue 
gether network connective tissue and located 
the wall the epipharyngeal space, especially 
the mid line region; and covered columnar 
epithelium, some ciliated and pierced 
few mucous glands. This tonsil Luschka, 
named because was Luschka who with Kolliker 
the seventies described this tissue histologically, 
really becomes, when morbid state, what 
popularly known “adenoid” “adenoid 
vegetation.” 


Luschka’s tonsil then normal structure only 


when its own size proper relation the 
surrounding spaces and tissues, and becomes ab- 
normal tissue so-called adenoid when assumes 
change structure and size, that size large 
small, sufficient make interfere with the 
normal condition and function the epi-pharynx. 

Adenoids are not usually noticed until the age 
three ten, but that does not mean that they are 
not present before that time, for know of: one 
surgeon our own city who has operated, with 
much benefit, least dozen patients one 
month age or.so the last few years. Luschka’s 
tonsil while usually noticed between the ages given 
less frequently seen after the age fifteen be- 
cause the atrophy which usually 
undergoes with the advent puberty. 


Physiology the Adenoid Tonsil. the physi- 
ology Luschka’s tonsil little known and 
most can only affirm perhaps that the ciliated 
epithelium helps keep the secretions proper mo- 
the mucous secretion adding its share mois- 
ture the respired air and the lymphoid elements 
performing the usual function lymphatic gland 
tissue. 


Physiology the Faucial Tonsils. The physi- 
ology the palatine faucial tonsils has been 
more studied but cannot said much more 
settled. The case true and demonstrable physio- 
logical function the palatine tonsils cannot yet 
affirmed have been made out. Among the 
possible functions which have been put forward for 
the palatine tonsils are the following: 


That modified lymph gland, and that 
wages war against germs means its lymph- 
ocytes and secretions. 

The view Bordley that these tonsils have 
internal secretion which helps regulate the ductless 
glands the body. 


That these tonsils conjunction with other 
structures the naso-pharyngeal lymphatic chain 
may produce substances early life which have 
with the proper development the facial bones 
and cavities. 
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That they may have part play the 
modulation the voice. 


That they help moisten food preparation 
for deglutition and perhaps throw out ferment 
having influence the sugars. 


That the early years life they may play 
part the production the blood. 


That residual vestigeal organ with 
real function importance. 

the above theories, can agree that food 
particles are probably moistened and thus the ton- 
sils are perhaps some aid the act swallow- 
ing. probably not residual organ because 
the tonsils are larger human beings than al- 
most all other animals. may and prob- 
ably are protective barriers against germ infection 
when they are state health, but the 
tonsils seem more often abnormal than 
normal, even the value this function phagocytic 
protection minimized. The other theories may 
passed over having sense been proven. 
This certainly leaves over-great amount 
physiological function reason why our palatine 
tonsils should not removed when they are ab- 
normal diseased. 


Physiology the Mouth, Nose and Pharynx. 
Before taking the symptoms abnormal adenoid 
and faucial tonsils may well consider for 
moment the physiologic functions which are espe- 
cially interfered with when these structures take 
abnormal characteristics. The three functions espe- 
cially involved diseases the oro-naso-pharynx 
are those respiration, swallowing and phonation. 

repards respiration, must consider first 
normal respiration and second, abnormal 
mouth respiration. quiet normal nasal 
respiration the mouth closed off from the pharynx 
because the tongue and soft palate approach one 
another, that the air must pass from nose, into 
pharynx and then into the larynx. 

abnormal mouth respiration, order 
permit the air get into the larynx the tongue and 
palate must separate, the palate this act rising 
higher lie against the posterior pharyngeal wall. 

regards phonation voice modulation, 
have consider the nasal consonants sounds like 
and one hand and the ordinary consonants 
and vowels the other. the production 
nasal sounds the soft palate hangs down flaccid 
state, that the nasal air column may set 
vibration; but other sound production, the soft 
palate usually drawn almost cut off 
the nasal cavity. 

regards swallowing, the food received 
the tongue and pushed back, the hard palate first 
offering the necessary counter-resistance and the soft 
palate rising addition, close off the nasal 
cavity, while the larynx pulled and protected 
the epiglottis. 

then these functions proper breathing, 
speaking and swallowing that are frequently in- 
volved, locally, the abnormalities the faucial 
and adenoid tonsils, which can now considered. 


Etiology Tonsillar Abnormalities. Before 
taking the symptoms diseased conditions 
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these structures may asked what are the 
etiologic factors which play part the produc- 
tion such abnormal states the tonsillar tissues. 


general way faulty hygiene, and unfavorable 
climatic environments, with certain amount 
hereditary predisposition may said all play 
causative roles. 


Since adenoid and faucial tonsils are structures 
normal the body birth, the question the 
influence heredity arises. would seem that 
parents who have had morbid conditions like tuber- 
culosis, syphilis, malaria and similar debilitating 
diseases are more apt transmit decreased resist- 
ance their offspring, resulting hypoplasia 
tissue structure such children, associated fre- 
quently with hypertrophy lymphoid structures 
which the tonsillar tissues Waldeyer’s ring 
are more less involved. 


Outside this hereditary influence just men- 
tioned anything that produces so-called cold 
coryza children may bring about vicious circle 
that finds expression disease 
structures, with their resultant consequences. Faulty 
body and home hygiene are then first importance 
causative factors, for all must appreciate how 
miserably, from the hygienic standpoint, our in- 
fants and children are clothed, bathed, fed and 
exercised and how greatly these factors, with im- 
proper methods ventilation, favor the produc- 
tion one naso-pharyngeal cold coryza after 
another. with these, associated damp, un- 
pleasant climate and improperly heated and venti- 
lated homes and school rooms, the tendency such 
inflammations the naso-pharyngeal mucous mem- 
brane still further increased. 


Each attack such inflammation infants 
and children (who not know how clear their 
nasal passages blowing, and whose physical lives 
from day day are filled with extra burdens 
thrown their digestive and eliminative func- 
tions), means greater less change the struc- 
ture the mucous membrane lining the naso- 
pharyngeal tract and especially the lymphoid 
tonsillar structures which are called on, these 
inflammatory states absorb and get rid the 
deleterious secretions associated with such condi- 
tions. 


wonder that the recurrence one after 
another such too frequently produced and nearly 
always improperly treated colds, the burden these 
lymphoid tonsillar structures becomes great that 
they find impossible return their normal 
inoffensive size, structure and function. And once 
these tonsillar tissues change size and struc- 
ture and function, mechanically and physio- 
logically interfere with the proper work breath- 
ing, swallowing and speaking, vicious circle es- 
tablished which still further favors the production 
the symptoms now about enumerated. 

Some the symptoms enlarged faucial and 
epipharyngeal tonsils adenoids will considered 
together, since many cases adenoids are present 
when tonsils are hypertrophied vice versa, and 
since some respects they act analogously the 
production symptoms. 
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The manifestations mechanical obstruction 
respiration may said the important 
regard the adenoids, whereas the tonsils, the 
abnormalities resulting from absorption and de- 
generation seem play the larger role. The pic- 
ture presented children with these tonsillar over- 
growths varies greatly degree and must 
remembered, already stated, that the large size 
importance are their size proportion that 
the surrounding spaces; nor the size itself 
matter moment when mischief arising from 
secondary infection serious frequent. small 
adenoid small and crowded epipharyngeal 
space may then much more mischief maker 
and interfere far more with surrounding functions, 
than much larger adenoid located relatively 
capacious epipharyngeal space. similar analogy 
may said exist regards the tonsils. 


considering the palatine tonsils, the symptoms 
acute follicular tonsillitis supratonsillar abscess 
will not taken up, other than state that re- 
peated attacks such diseases should themselves 
indications for the enucleation such tonsils. 


tonsil when enlarged sufficiently 
true hyperplastic structure soft villous 
form known adenoid vegetation, marked 
furrows somewhat after the shape the brain con- 
volutions. 


Symptoms—Especially the Adenoid Tonsil. 
result either type enlargement, the 
epipharyngeal space partly obliterated the 
adenoid, that less air can pass through this 
channel. consequence nasal respiration be- 
comes more superficial and also does pulmonary 
respiration, and with the poorer pulmonary respira- 
tion goes poorer development the pulmonary 
tissue itself, especially the apices. 


must remembered that the bones infants 
and children are comparatively soft and pliable and 
that they respond most easily regards their 
growth and proper development, according the 
functions for which they were intended 
erly brought into play. the superficial nasal 
respiration with its secondary superficial pulmonary 
breathing brings about the production more 
less round shoulders and stoop the gait. The 
condition known pigeon breast also often results. 
will seen that other changes bone confor- 
mation result analogous manner other regions. 


The obstruction proper nasal respiration causes 
accumulation secretion the nasal passages 
and when this irritating, eczema the upper 
lip produced. The blocking the epipharyngeal 
space causes certain amount compensatory 
mouth breathing, proportionate somewhat the 
amount nasal respiration done away with. 

This oral breathing brings our patients 
whom classify mouth breathers. the train 
symptoms stopped with this lone cosmetic de- 
formity the condition would not serious, but 
that just the beginning real vicious circle 
malformations and malfunctions. 
open mouth, permit the necessary intake air 
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through the passage, drooping jaw and re- 
ceding chin, and flaccid facial muscles, that the 
facial folds that have much with expres- 
sion are obliterated. 


Owing the comparative non-use the nasal 
passages, the stimulus proper development the 
facial bones which comes from use the muscles and 
tissues nasal respiration much diminished, and 
because this non-use and associated lack stimu- 
lation, serious changes and deformities the de- 
veloping soft bony tissues the face result. Thus 
the development the upper jaw seriously in- 
terfered with, the dental arch fails assume its 
normal shape, the teeth have tendency overlap, 
the incisors often pushing forward and the canines 
somewhat outward. This protruding upper jaw 
and high, arch the palate 
often quite pronounced some patients. Often 
the teeth have tendency irrupt higher up, and 
crowded and irregular manner. 


The retained and decomposing nasal and pharyn- 
geal secretions favor the invasion these tissues 
bacteria and consequence these children have 
more caries the teeth than usually the case, 
Mancioli stating that the upper incisors and lower 
molars are especially apt thus affected. 


The sinuses the facial bones not develop 
properly because they, too, lack the stimulus that 


comes from the air currents present normal nasal 
route breathing. 


possible that such matter faulty hygiene 
feeding infants may also fault the de- 
velopment the facial bones. Barnard has called 
attention the fact that artificially fed children 
are more predisposed adenoids than those fed 
the breast. child taking milk its mother’s 
breast draws long inspirations which help keep the 
nasal passages free secretions and which may 
have this manner considerable part play 
the proper circulation the nasal tissues and 
the development the surrounding bones. 
fed the bottle, the contrary, not usually 
fants are bottle-fed, this may account part for 


the seeming increase adenoids among our chil- 
dren. 


Because the increased secretions 
adenoid tissue and the retention nasal secretions, 
there tendency, especially night, for these 
secretions drop downward, and that way they 
lead descending catarrh the mucous mem- 
branes, with resultant catarrhal pharyngitis, laryn- 
gitis and bronchitis, and the air inspired through 
the mouth, being devoid the moisture usually 
given the nasal mucous membranes still 


further accentuates this catarrh the bronchial 
tree. 


Many these children manage 
through their nostrils during the day time, but 
night, the recumbent position, when the muscles 
are relaxed and the circulation more sluggish that 
the parts are more engorged with blood, the child 
joins the ranks the true mouth-breathers. This 
mouth breathing but poor substitute for nasal 
respiration, however, both regards quantity and 
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quality, and consequence these children 
times, especially during their sleeping hours, literally 
have air hunger; that such children are rest- 
less their sleep, may have night terrors, night 
sweats and nocturnal incontinence urine. The 
superficial breathing means resultant inferior oxy- 
genation the blood, and the restlessness prevents 
the child from getting refreshing sleep and these 
two thus bring about impoverished blood 
anemia and real feeling being tired and sleepy 
when morning comes. wonder such children 
seem stupid. Under the same conditions, grown- 
ups would present similar picture. The anemia 
may increased when the lymphoid follicles are 
the same time also foci septic matter. 


very serious result adenoid growths the 
involvement hearing, some authorities contending 
that far the greater proportion middle ear 
catarrhs and suppurations children have their 
origin adenoids. and catarrhs the 
eustachian tubes and middle ear, with resulting 
deafness are therefore especially frequent these 
children. The deafness resulting from adenoids 
may come about number ways. There 
may direct obstruction the mouth the 
eustachian tube that the tube cannot drain prop- 
erly. the adenoids may press the tubal 
muscles that difficult keep the air the 
tube and middle ear the same pressure, 
the other side the drum, the external audi- 
tory canal. the inflammation the mucous 
membrane the adenoid may extension involve 
the lining membrane the eustachian tube and 
middle ear. Again, adhesive bands may formed. 
The increased secretion and the increased 
effort get rid it, well the increase 
the infective power this secretion, makes more 
liable, also, infection the eustachian tubes, in- 
such material, during efforts clear 
the nose. 


Probably twenty-five per cent. more all 
children have some deafness and the big majority 
these cases, this deafness probably had its initial 
start adenoids. The prevention and treatment 
adenoids, from the standpoint conservation 
hearing and economic utility therefore tre- 
mendous importance. 

The stupid and expressionless faces these chil- 
dren are nearly always fair reflections their 
mental capacity and intelligence. This mental 
stupidity has been given special name Guyé 
Amsterdam and called aprosexia, one its dis- 
tinguishing features being inability the part 
the child concentrate its attention, due, 
thought, interference with the circulation 
the brain. Part the inattention is, however, 
often due the associated deafness. ‘These chil- 
dren not hearing well, they cease pay attention 
and that way their listlessness and indifference 
emphasized. 


Owing the change form the epipharyn- 
geal space and the interference with the proper 
muscle movements the palate, these children 
often talk with nasal twang, dead voice 
were, and some even have tendency stammer. 
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The enunciation some the consonants espe- 
cially 


Interference with the sense taste; cough 
from the inflammation the brenchial tree; nose 
bleed from picking the crusts and irritating nasal 
secretions; gastric disturbance from swallowing the 
nasal secretions; fetid breath from the decomposing 
secretions; and reflex nervous symptoms neurosis 
and irritability are other symptoms which have been 
noticed. One observer has also called attention 
the frequency conjunctivitis those children. 
remembered, however, that all mouth- 
breathers are not necessarily stupid mentally, nor 
that all children with adenoids, present the typical 
features mouth-breathers. 


For, must remembered, children are found 
who show little else than underweight and listless- 
ness and who seem have normal capacity for 
increase strength and vitality—a condition 
hypoplasia were—in whom other cause for 
the lack growth and development can found 
than possible foci infection the tonsillar tissues. 
The fact that groups and schools such children 
have been shown improve greatly, both physically 
and mentally, after the enucleation tonsils and 
adenoid tissue seems bear out the contention that 
those tissues were really playing decided part 
the production the hypoplastic condition these 
children. 


The symptoms given this point are those 
which usually with adenoids, although milder 
degree they may also expressive hypertrophy 
the faucial tonsils. 


Symptoms and Results—Especially the Faucial 
Tonsils. special significance diseases the 
tonsils lies the fact that they can not only set 
motion the train morbid phenomena just given, 
but that over and above that, they can the en- 
trance doors which large number serious in- 
fections can gain access the general system. For 
must remembered that the tonsils not ac- 
tually lymphatic glands, ‘are closely related struc- 
tures the type perhaps the thymus glands, and 
that whichever the case may be, there 
mate connection with the lymphatic vessels and 
circulation the body, that comparatively 
easy for infective material carried other 
lymphatic spaces such the joints muscle 
sheaths, get into the circulation, and places 
where the proper conditions obtain, set secon- 
dary infections. Many these infections are 
septic nature, would expected somewhat from 
the light which bacteriologic researches have thrown 
upon the nature the micro-organisms found 
ofttimes present diseased tonsillar tissues. 


Prominent among these secondary infections 
complications sequelae diseased tonsillar struc- 
tures tuberculosis the cervical lymphatic glands, 
there being this particular complication ad- 
ditional possible role route infection for 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 


The causal relation with rheumatism too fre- 


quent ignored and been stated that 
Barker Johns Hopkins has tonsil enucleations 
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done nearly all his rheumatic patients, before 
they leave the hospital. 


Bronchitis, pleurisy and pneumonia; endocarditis, 
peri and myocarditis; myositis; neuritis, phlebitis, 
osteomyelitis and nephritis have all been shown 
have arisen persons whom diseased 
seemed the only portals entry for these in- 
fections and diseases. 


Scarlett Philadelphia series appendicitis 
cases showed that fifty per cent. the cases had 
suffered from previous anginas. 


goodly number patients with tonsils and 
adenoids, the temperature, carefully taken fre- 
quent intervals, will show increase over the 
normal. also, the explanation probably 
terial. 


Other diseases septic. nature have also been 
brought forward but enough have been mentioned 
show, that the menace health and life from 
this source undoubted and serious. 

The far-reaching and grave effects tonsils and 
adenoids having been shown few words concerning 
diagnosis and treatment may not out place. 


diagnosis made the symp- 
toms and signs just given, being kept mind 
that the picture may vary from the hypoplastic, un- 
derweight child who seems mouth breather, 
the typical mouth breather with adenoid facies. 
the diagnosis, the use the post-pharyngeal 
mirror permits often fairly good view the 
adenoid tissue. Far less often, these structures can 
seen through the nose. The finger, passed into 
the post-pharyngeal space often gives even more 
valuable information than either the above. But 
the verification the diagnosis adenoids these 
latter procedures, all which have tendency 
frighten child, unless most gently done, would 
not seem absolutely necessary. The operation 
for removal the structure warranted when the 
symptoms previously outlined are present whole 
good part, and when other process can 
found account for the same. 


Treatment. What the treatment for diseased 
tonsils and adenoids? One word tells the story 
and that word “removal.” 

The adenoids may removed one the 
more modern adenotomes curette, either 
the original Gottstein pattern one its modi- 
fications. the course several years this 
adenoid tonsil again hypertrophies (that is, con- 
tinues grow, spite its previous excision, 
apt the case very young children), then 
remove again before. 

For the tonsils, host methods removal 
have been brought forward. America the ton- 
sillotome guillotine, means which only the 
top free portion the tonsils are removed, 
being rapidly discarded, that to-day, rule, 
only the operation complete removal enuclea- 
acknowledged, however, that the supposed complete 
enucleation often only partial 
removal tonsillotomy. But even 
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movals have times been productive much im- 
provement the condition these patients. 


believe with those who are favor 
complete removal and advocate the use opera- 
tion liberal basis, our ground for doing be- 
ing the havoc which tonsils and adenoids can pro- 
duce, already outlined this paper. 

And yet proper state that the operation 
for complete removal means accepted the 
world over. Germany, only few months ago, 
discussion which had with Professor Kil- 
lian, that authority pooh-poohed the Sluder opera- 
tion and saw only the old-fashioned guillotine 
partial removal tonsil operations his clinics. And 
speaking his first assistant, Albrecht, when 
told him one American operator, Sluder, who 
probably did about four five 
enucleations per year, received the reply that 
that number tonsil enucleations ought suf- 
ficient for the whole world. were personally 
never able accept the reasons the Berlin 
authorities for their preference for tonsillotomy, 
more serious hemorrhage from tonsillectomies than 
from tonsillotomies, and upon certain supposedly 
deleterious traumatic other effects complete 
tonsil removal. 

contrast this, however, the big Chiara 
Clinic Vienna, virtually the only operation done 
was that enucleation, and here, order per- 
mit try out the Sluder enucleation evulsion 
method, they brought little children, the nurse 
wrapping only sheet about them hold them, 
and then with mouth gag place and anes- 
thetic whatever were told ahead and 
evulse the tonsil the Sluder method. con- 
fess this latter somewhat cold-blooded procedure 
seemed almost much extreme the one di- 
rection, the Berlin teaching seemed the 
other. 

The method which best the 
quick “rausch” anesthesia with hot ether, and 
enucleation dissecting away the upper and lateral 
poles the tonsil with curved semi-blunt dis- 
sector, and removal the tonsil mass with the 
cold snare. This operation virtually every in- 
stance can made bring out the tonsils 
capsule and can rapidly done any other 
method have ever witnessed, the method 
Sluder have seen done himself being 
exception. With this method partial anesthesia, 
the patient usually semi-conscious before 
reaches his room from the operating table. 

our viewpoint, most important item 
operative treatment, the education the child, 
after the operation, proper methods nasal res- 
piration. ‘This accomplished certain breath- 
ing exercises and attention nasal hygiene. 

This, then, presents our case, wish 
make it, against diseased tonsils and adenoids. 

Our inability find important physiological 
function for the structures should not lead 
advocate their treatment ineffective local appli- 
cations, when have before the host dele- 
terious immediate and remote effects they can bring 
into operation the human organism. 
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Statistical evidence everywhere goes show the 
wide prevalence these diseased conditions 
tonsils and adenoids our children and proves 
equally well the beneficent influence proper surgi- 
cal intervention the organisms and general health 
such children. advocate wait see the 
tonsils atrophy spontaneously, advocate 
procedure not warranted our present knowledge. 


Think for moment, the large number 
human beings who children had adenoids and 
diseased tonsils and which were neglected, that 
the physical and mental development were seri- 
ously retarded that these individuals, consequence 
thereof, and the deafness often associated there- 
with, were relegated lower places the social 
and economic ladders than would have been the 
case had they received proper operative treatment! 


Surely the crosses which this host be- 
ings unnecessarily are made bear, leaving out 
account all other reasons, should sufficient 
make look upon properly indicated adenectomies 
and tonsillectomies the highest economic and 
social significance and worthy the broad exploita- 
tion these subjects are now receiving. And this 
work education feel sure that our colleagues 
the dental profession will more than willing 
their part.

intention discuss the relative merits the dif- 
ferent forms treatment for inveterate neuralgia 
the inferior nerve, for accepted that 
certain methods treatment such injections 
alcohol, etc., are sufficiently effective palliative 
measures satisfy the patient, even their re- 
sults are not permanent. 

The patients here considered are those who have 
been subjected with more less indifferent suc- 
cess all the accepted methods treatment, 
and who despair apply for relief; this 
class that surgical intervention should resorted to. 

Resection the inferior dental nerve not diffi-

into the tissues are not withdrawn, permanent 
cure does not always result, for one instance 
the entire inferior dental nerve was removed from 
its origin the mental foramen and the pain was 
not relieved until the filaments going the tissues 
the lip were avulsed. 

Operation: The following method has been de- 
veloped after numerous experiences, and while 
may slightly more difficult than those generally 
advocated, opinion has been followed 
more satisfactory 

small incision made through the mucosa 
between the two bicuspid teeth their roots, which 
readily uncovers the mental foramen together with 
its and vessels; the stump the nerve 
grasped with firm hemostat, when the nerve to- 
gether with all its ramifications, which are nu- 
merous, are avulsed from the tissues the lip; 
this avulsion easily done pushing the tissues 


away from the nerves, which are quite large and 


very strong and can firmly held the hemostat. 

These nerve endings are remarkably large and 
their size will surprise one who has never removed 
them this way. They extend deep into the tis- 
sues the lower lip far the vermillion mu- 
cosa. nerve can generally extracted intact 
with all its endings. After has been entirely 
freed from the lip and all its branches with- 
drawn from the tissues, then the inferior dental 
nerve can removed from the canal; this done 
the following manner:

After the overhanging shelf has been chiseled off, 
wire mm. diameter, having certain amount 
spring and barbed that the barbs are directed 
towards the handle, introduced into the canal 
and pushed the point can felt 
the upper opening the inner surface the as- 
cending ramus the jaw.as the nerve given off 
from the inferior maxillary nerve; the handle 
then slowly turned around its own axis, care being 
exercised that the instrument not twisted, other- 
wise the wire will twisted break off 
the canal; important that the instrument 
turned slowly that the barbed end will engage 
the nerve. After the instrument has been rotated 
eight ten times very slowly upon its own axis,

canal more less intact. nerve canal can 


then felt empty its contents when the probe 
introduced. 


point importance also avulse the in- 
cisor branch the nerve which continuation 
the inferior dental nerve that passes the two 
incisor teeth; this should also withdrawn 
barbed-pointed instrument, the same the one just 
described. Alcohol may injected into the canal, 
but the results are practically the same the nerve 
has been thoroughly removed.

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SOME FACTORS HABITUAL CON- 
STIPATION.*

The center surgical discussion shifts from 
time time. The brain, the neck, the thorax, 
occupy turn the circle the spotlight, which 
may switched any moment some other por- 
tion the stage endeavor. Surgery, constantly 
trying increase its scope, has fads and fancies. 
The opening new field always followed 
stage over-enthusiasm and sometimes reckless 
and ill-considered operating. Concomitant causes 
are lost sight the presence what thought 
newly evolved principle, desirous are 
reducing our asset painful experience 
the proportions absolute, scientific fact. 

Until recent years our conception the large 
intestine was that receptacle which waste 
products were stored before their evacuation. The 
experiments Cannon and Barclay Smith estab- 
lished definite function for the first portion 
this tube; with this focusing attention came 
discussion habitual constipation which primarily 
concerns it. The work Wilms, Lane, Jackson, 
Fischler and others well known that we. will 
not comment it; suffice say 
ptosis, various adhesions and membranes have been 
found throughout the length this large tube and 
that the view growing with many men regard 
certain forms habitual constipation purely me- 
chanical, and this class believe that many in- 
stances direct interference offers the only remedy. 

Bismuth meals and X-ray pictures the large 
intestines are becoming common but many and 
most serious errors have resulted from their inter- 
pretation. While the surgeon may profit his 
mistakes, the patient does not. Too frequently 
pays the penalty ill-timed enthusiasm. The 
X-ray teaching that must abandon our 
mental picture the large bowel health; that 
there difference location between the stand- 
ing and the lying positions; that the colon may 
entirely within the pelvis woman normal 
health; that the length the ascending colon 
varies within wide limits and that the cecum 
most variable size and position. are some 
the things that careful study X-ray plates 
showing but the strange part that 
already possessed this anatomical knowledge. 

The wonderful strides that surgery has made are 
impressive that are prone forget its short- 
comings. have long believed that the most 
serious blow the subject ever received was when 
was divorced from anatomy. Few surgeons

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the present have the anatomic equipment for their 
work possessed those yesterday. The result 
apparent the surgery the large bowel 
other fields. better anatomic knowledge 
would have saved many blunder which has al- 
ready been committed the operating room. 

This our excuse for considering to-night some 
anatomical facts concerning the large bowel and 
their bearing habitual constipation. The. sub- 
ject extensive that will impossible 
consider from all its standpoints and, 
various phases are closely correlated the etiology, 
our remarks will not possess sufficient breadth 
make them satisfactory. Anatomical textbooks have 
general poor accounts the large intestine and 
will necessary revert original articles 
order gain the necessary knowledge for surgical 
interference.

Byron Robinson 435 autopsies states that con- 
genital absence the cecum and appendix was met 
with but one case and that found excessively 
large cecums little less than one-third all 
autopsies. The latter statement must taken with 
some reservations for the autopsy should made 
immediately after death; ballooning the cecum 
will sometimes occur soon after rigor mortis has 
set in. Very small cecums are frequently en- 
countered and this doubt results from diminu- 
tion the blood supply during axial rotation and 
cecal descent. 


The size the cecum bears relation the 
height weight the adult. the first few 
months fetal life the development the small 
intestines, would expected, out. all pro- 
portion that the large bowel. There little 
growth the colon for the first four months 
extra-uterine life. According Legueu cecums 
cm. length and longer are not un- 
common infants, but general may stated 
that the length the cecum augments with the age 
the individual until full development reached. 
Tarenetzky believes that the cecum continues 
increase length with age, but this statement 
does not conform with the observed facts. 

Most commonly the cecum found lying upon 
the psoas muscle with its apex, lowest point, 
projecting but slightly beyond its border. Less 
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frequently the cecum lies upon the iliacus muscle. 
many instances the cecum found not upon 
either these muscles but quite clear them and 
hanging down into the pelvis. fact well 
100 Treves found the cecum the pelvis. 
dennois, subjects examined, found the cecum 
more less inside the pelvis and Alglave 
100 subjects found the cecum times resting 
the pelvic floor. According Byron 
the cecum twice often the pelvis women 
men, 20% the former and 10% the 
latter. Properly speaking there such thing 
mesocecum. Cecums normal large size 
float freely and enjoy considerable amount 
movement. Small ones are usually fixed, while 
those considerable size are frequently found 
the pelvic cavity the middle the abdomen. 
Stierlin states that mobility the cecum was ob- 
served from 10% 23% series cadavers 


which all evidence intestinal trouble was 


lacking. out 100 free from ab- 
dominal disease, Treves met with cecums that 
could made touch the under surface the 
liver and any part of. the left side the pelvis. 
Dreyer large number autopsies found 
movable cecum 67%; the frequency with which 
the cecum may raised the height upper 
abdominal wound well known.

contents, whether liquid gaseous, will determine 
great extent its abdominal position; that 
rests generally the psoas muscle, although 
often lies the iliacus, and very frequently 
clear these and found the pelvis.

ment, and passive lengthening the mesentery 
from sudden loss fat. 


Notwithstanding these anatomical considerations, 
which have long been studied detail for the 
whole length the intestine, number writers 
have lately advanced the thought that enteroptosis 
has congenital basis quite original propo- 
sition. While radiograms taken after bismuth 
meal are showing that marked prolapse the 
stomach and intestine very common, éspecially 
women, does not necessarily follow that these 
deviations from the normal are accompanied 
symptoms. have seen several patients who 
exhibited enteroptosis marked degree, the 
greater part the stomach and transverse colon 
being the pelvis, but whom abdominal symp- 
toms were lacking. 


Our conception diseased conditions can only 
founded careful and complete study the 
parts affected health. therefore evident 
that the surgeon who opens the abdomen with the 
determination doing some general plumbing and 
making the large bowel conform with some text- 
book illustration which has mind, capable 
much damage. reaches the superlative de- 
gree meddlesome surgery. 


Constipation such common complaint that 
becomes most necessary examine this symptom 
carefully, both from the standpoint cause and 
effect, before linking any anatomic condition 
which may found present. must re- 
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membered that some instances the widest de- 
partures from the normal are unattended habit- 
ual constipation. This just true the fact 
that some people most constipated habit are 
apparently normal health and not suffer from 
autointoxication. recall brassworker who 
had not had bowel movement for sixteen days 
and complained only abdominal 
sulting from carrying such heavy load. 

The time our disposal does not allow con- 
sideration the indications for operation such 
conditions have been described. en- 
grossing but lengthy chapter for the differential 
diagnosis, guided physical signs and X-ray find- 
ings, and the surgeon must revert con- 
tinually his past experience such conditions. 
hardly necessary state that operation 
only resorted after all medical means have 
failed. 

Having obtained fair mental picture the 
position the viscera, and the condition the 
large intestine particular, must carefully 
weigh the bearing which faulty position has the 
symptomatology the case hand. the trans- 
verse colon exhibits dilatation and large bend 
downward, what will the effect straighten- 
ing it? Possibly there will beneficent result 
have overlooked other conditions which may 
present from the cecum the rectum. The 
finding all causes through five feet large bowel 
easy matter and when one has operated 
few cases will very careful collect all the 
information that possible before subjecting his 
patient such ordeal. 

Our own experience makes feel that the first 
and most important operative feature that the sur- 
geon must learn quick and easy manner 
separating the dense adhesions which meets 
these conditions. They will found binding down 
the large bowel tightly and forming kinks and an- 
gulations past which difficult for the fecal 
matter force passage. The bowel will gen- 
erally expand once when these are cut. Occa- 
sionally the adhesions are dense that impos- 
sible free the bowel and one must resort anas- 
tomosis order make proper passage for the 
fecal content, method which while sometimes 
necessary, consider general poor practice. 
The raw edges left cutting adhesions should 
covered wherever possible with No. catgut 
fine needle. intestinal stasis, severe and 
continued, will result sooner later pericoli- 
tis and the formation these The 
surgical treatment general ptosis far beyond 
the limits these remarks. 

The thin veil-like adhesions which Jackson has 
excellently described and classified membranous 
pericolitis are very different type. They are 
fairly common and Jackson’s article must have re- 
called the minds many that they had dealt 
the past with this condition, classifying gen- 
erally light adhesions about the ascending colon 
with further thought their possible bearing 
upon the case hand. large number ob- 
servers, among them Gerster, Pilcher, Charles 
Mayo, Connell, Rubitshek, Lane, Crossen, and

1905. Concerning the etiology, however, there 
are divergent views. Lane believes that the mem- 
brane the result the tendency the cecum 
and ascending colon fall, due the upright posi- 
tion; that these lines strain are crystallized into 
adhesions which forming bands tend maintain 
the positions these structures fixing them 
the abdominal wall.

FEEDING LATER INFANCY.* 
YERINGTON, D., San Francisco. 


During the past six eight years, probably 
subject medicine has received more attention 
than infant feeding, and with numerous schools 
many various methods, the family 
physician, tries keep with the litera- 
ture, finds himself hopeless tangle. 

Owing the mildness our climate here, the 
mortality infants during the first year life 
not great, and even the artificially fed, are brought 
through this period with few upsets and begin 
their second year fairly good condition. 


The majority people have the idea nowadays 
that child watched carefully during the first 
year, having its formula increased the family 
physician, say, once month, needs further at- 
tention. Thus, the physician sees more the 
baby after the 12th month and the feeding. left 
the mother, grand-mother and numerous friends, 
who have had great experience bringing their 
own children. This party the fault the 
physician, for how many can sit down and 
write out dietary for mother with proper in- 
tervals feeding, for child during the second 
and third year life? common opinion 
that child goes through its first year without 
any signs rickets, the danger this disease 
past, but this, unfortunately, not true, be- 
cause often owing careless methods feeding, 
beginning with weaning and lasting through the 
second year, marked rickets may the result. 


the Children’s Clinic the Medical Depart- 
ment Stanford University, our custom 
begin adding substitutes for milk about the 11th 
and 12th months, and small feeding book 
carefully written dietary given the mother, 
with directions the intervals feeding and 
amount food taken. this period, when 
carefully the ability the child digest its new 
food, and this necessitates examination the 
cedure, and can easily done any one.

milk, and this due the fact that after the 
12th month, much fresh bread, sweets all 
kinds, etc., are given and the children are fed 
often between meals that their desire for milk 
lost, and they prefer substitutes instead. 

During the latter part the second year, and 
through the third year, children should take not 
more than pint and milk during the 
day, and the mother should arrange the time 


meals intervals suit the household, the point. 


being that the feeding periods regular and the 
time betwen meals increased. this rule ad- 
hered to, the child will have appetite meal 
time, and the so-called “intestinal indigestion” will 
warded off. Such foods finely cut meat,— 
beef, mutton, steaks chops,—can added, with 
soft boiled poached eggs, custards, gelatine 
jellies, etc. 

would say that the two most common causes 
intestinal disturbances young children, are the 
over-feeding with fats and starch. Owing the 
richness our certified milk, find children 
with flatulence, constipation, loss appetite, ec- 
zema, and restlessness, whose condition clears 
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skimmed milk diet. the other hand, 
have class cases call the “starch” type; 
very pale, showing blue rings under the eyes, hav- 
ing abdominal pain and often enuresis. 

examination the stools, find quan- 
tity undigested starch granules, and report 
the dietary shows the child has been living 
cereals, milk, and considerable amount 
fresh bread and cake between meals. the ma- 
jority these cases proper non-starch diet, with 
iron and gray powder, regulates the condition, 
and the improvement rapid. 

conclusion, would say that much the 
intestinal disturbances young children could 
avoided the family physician would give the 
mothers definite rules writing proper food, 
and definite intervals feeding.

We, the members the medical profession, are 
many overlooking and disregarding some 
very vital facts concerning diet. Not the diet 
the few but the diet to-day civilization. 
tieth century scientists have painstakingly compiled 
for our consideration reliable array valuable 
facts that can immediately adopted for prac- 
tical use every-day prescribing. 


Dietetics considered from modern standpoint 
not only takes into account the food units, food 
values and nutritive values foodstuffs but also 
considers their medicinal values, which furnishes 
fascinating field study and research. the 
near future the medical profession will able 
compute not only the nutriment values, the nour- 
ishing and sustaining values the diets that they 
are prescribing but also just what 
values, any, with the estimated dosage. 

Take the yolk egg, for instance;

tion suspension several important 
known drugs which physicians are daily prescribing. 
Iron, which has heretofore been supplied the 
medical profession from the mineral kingdom, 
now being some cases giving the 
patient the vegetables which iron found.

the way raw foods may mentioned: 
stalk celery, crisp young carrot, fresh let- 
ture, quickly grown white turnip, crisp cu- 
cumber, mild, sweet, green onions, and other raw 
foods too numerous mention. The amount 
painstaking scientific investigation and research that 
has been accomplished and published along the lines 
foods, food values and nutritive values food- 
stuffs truly amazing the uninformed mind 
upon this particular phase diet. Stokes Co. 
New York make specialty publishing and 
supplying goodly number publications includ- 
ing the more recent up-to-date works upon this 
subject. 

all the world’s great seats learning and 
universities and research laboratories much time, 
expense, labor and laboratory space de- 
voted the scientific study and searching investi- 
gation food materials and food stuffs, including 
practical demonstrations human squads, and the 
man the box, and other exhaustive 
which the whole have furnished more less 
satisfactory enlightenment upon this subject. The 
sum total knowledge thus acquired, and sifted 
out, being undoubted scientific 
value.

covered, and even depicted upon moving picture 
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screens, that these parasites choose their favor- 
its habitat the human body the shoulder mus- 
cles, where they locate and become domesticated. 
This thought the next time your patient 
bitterly complains persistent so-called rheumatic 
pains the region the shoulder which the cus- 
tomary treatment and usual medicines have failed 
relieve. 


Then there the caffeine considered 
which innocently imbibe our favorite 
table beverages. being strongly urged that 
its continuous, continued use will set train 
ailments which persisted will some 
cases become threatening and serious. When one 
ference with digestion the best plan would 
discontinue these customary table beverages 
once. 


Alcohol has lost its prestige and being tabooed 
its place among the other well-known narcotic 
poisons, the findings science, all well in- 
formed physicians and all those who have been 
properly instructed regard the scientifically 
proven narcotic action alcohol. 

The subject modern dietetics becoming 
such definite decided interest the universal, 
general public and humanity general, that 
the leading magazines and papers are devoting val- 
uable space with most prominent headlines the 
subject. For instance, The London Lancet gives 
emphasis the fact that port wine contains tannin 
and thus unsuited many constitutions and 
that walnuts besides containing per cent. fat 
and nearly per cent. protein also contain 
tannins and thus disagree with some constitutions. 


These instances might multiplied and they 
serve prove the world-wide universal interest 
the public mind, that being shown modern 
dietetics, the wide-reaching scope that interest, 
and the intelligent nature it. Formerly de- 
manded that our food should appeal us. the 
present time are not quite well satisfied 
unless also furnishes with all-around nour- 
ishing sustenance. 


have been demanding rather telling 
way that our flour should make pretty and 
attractive loaves bread, and consequently the 
wheat kernel was necessarily divested some 
its vital nourishment, that might furnish 
whiter shade flour. Another almost naturally 
perfect, wholesome article diet, rice, had 
undergo polishing render more attractive 
appearance. process polishing robbed the 
rice its proteid constituent. the modern 
diet unpolished rice returning favor and many 
have learned purchase the unpolished rice 
exclusively. Very fortunately the potato, another 
almost perfect all-around article diet, with its 
peeling protective coat escaped the beautify- 
ing treatment and reached our tables its natural 
state. Most eating this tuber 
and prime favorite the vegetable kingdom, add 
little butter and this addition makes for the 
*fatty constituent which the potato normally 
lacking. 
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sweeping edict modern dietetics has doomed 
the frying pan, that universal favorite utensil 
the culinary art. longer fry 
appease the members their household. 

This age moderninity, individuality, 
and individual thinking. Established customs and 
longer hold unquestioned grip 
things why and wherefore are 
being sought, individually and collectively, and 
most eagerly sought. world has turned the 
searchlight rigid investigation upon the sub- 
ject food and food effects and the resultant con- 
ditions. Health and diet have become topic 
paramount importance. Modern dietetics takes 
note the undeniable truth contained that 
terse but illuminating passage, “Man does not 
live bread alone.” recognizes the fact that 
mankind creature complexity, composed 
physical, mental and spiritual factors intimately 
intertwined and interwoven produce more 
less failure whenever any his triune 
faculties are overlooked neglected. 

matter how exact and scientifically correct 
the prescribed diet may be, obtain the de- 
sired results which above everything else what 
both the physician and patient are seeking, all 
these contributing and ameliorating conditions 
must taken into account. Mankind when 
created was placed the all-pervading fresh air, 
the dome the sky with all the glories its 
diurnal changes above him, the earth with its 
interchanging seasons beneath his feet and the 
beauties nature all about him. 

his strenuous endeavor improve conditions

deserving careful consideration, neces- 
sary confine the diet just one article, al- 
though this helpful some for 
time. Neither need very conservative 
gards these nutritive investigations, the most 
desirable diet for health, efficiency and endurance. 

The fact the matter is, mankind the world 
over not only accepting the teachings science 
dietetics rapidly they can readily assim- 
ilate them, but they are eagerly seeking out for 
themselves all the facts and information that 
attainable. They evidently agree with Emerson 
who says, “Get health, labor, pains nor exer- 
cise that can gain must grudged.” 


closing this paper may urge upon the 
medical profession whole that they give 
their most earnest thought and careful attention

Dr. D’Arcy Power, San Francisco: sorry 
that the subject dietetics has not been more 
fully represented the program this meeting.

Dr. Annie Williams: consider that the 
difference between statement regard the 
use caffeine and that Dr. Powers, who 
kindly and ably discussed paper, lies the 
fact that the statement make the paper refers 
the continued, continuous use caffeine for not 
only days and weeks but for months and months 
and years and our table beverages. Dr. 
Powers’ statement believe would refer more 
particularly its drug effect tonic drug.

want report this paper case double 
tubal pregnancy and case hemato-salpinx with 
bleeding into the peritoneal cavity unassociated 
with pregnancy. 

The first patient, woman 35, has mar- 
ried five years, but far has not been pregnant. 


The history previous the present sickness gives 


nothing value except that year before mar- 
riage there was acute attack pelvic trouble 
lasting some weeks, the main symptoms being pain 
the pelvis and fever. The woman the 
time that attack had been good health, since 
then has had more less trouble with her periods 
and the whole rather run down, but with 
symptoms any definite type. 


saw the patient first after diagnosis tubal 
pregnancy had been made the attending physi- 
cian. She was then two weeks over her menstrual 
time, which was means for her, 
the only difference being that she was more 
nervous than usual and somewhat inclined 
hysterical attacks. She complained that the breasts 
had been shade sorer than usual, but that was 
only relative, she had always more less sore- 
ness the periods. 


the evening June 19th the patient began 
have brownish discharge gradually getting 
more profuse. About midnight while 
sharp tearing pain occurred the right side 
with feeling faintness. From then until the 
following noon the pain was quite persistent being 
mostly the lower right side the abdomen and 
was accompanied diarrhea and nausea. When 
these symptoms subsided the patient felt compara- 
tively well except for the extreme tenderness 
the lower abdomen. 


Examination showed the breasts somewhat tender 
but not enlarged, Montgomery tubercles more 
marked than normal, but patient says they have 
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always been so, otherwise the breasts gave sug- 
gestion pregnancy. 


Abdominal palpation gave tenderness over both 
inguinal regions with greater rigidity the left 
side. Pelvic examination showed uterus some- 
what enlarged, cervix soft, considerable enlarge- 
ment right tube with extreme tenderness. 
soft boggy mass occupying the left broad ligament 
and only slightly tender touch. 
discharge from uterus. diagnosis intra- 
ligamentary ruptured tubal pregnancy the left 


side with probably hydrosalpinx the right was 
made. 


The operation showed the left broad ligament 
distended with blood from ruptured hemato- 
salpinx. the right side hemato-salpinx (un- 
ruptured) which the time was considered 
the other case reported these notes. The 
microscopical examination the right tube showed, 
however, the presence villi and though the ex- 
amination the left tube has far not been 
made carefully, feel justified diagnosing the 
condition that side intraligamentory rup- 
condition which would cause hemorrhagic rup- 
ture unassociated with weakening the tubal 
occurs from the villi penetration. 


The second case one woman, years 
age, who the time the attack here re- 
ported had been good physical condition with 
nothing value the history except that she ‘was 
married some time ago, but for some years has not 
been living with the husband. The attack com- 
menced acute pelvic inflammation, the gross 
pathology presenting the left tube. 


diagnosis was made pyosalpinx, which was 
confirmed another gynecologist, who kindly 
saw her for while was vacation. Ex- 
pectant treatment was adopted and the pain, tem- 
perature and soreness gradually subsided, the left 
tube remaining enlarged. There had been dis- 
turbance menstruation and symptoms point- 
ing tubal pregnancy. Some two three 
weeks after the onset the trouble the patient 
was up, feeling fairly well and anxious return 
work. 

Without permission she took street car ride 
and returned home suffering intense pain the 
left side. Locally the findings were unchanged for 
some days, but the temperature returned and the 
patient was generally poor condition. This hap- 
pened while was out town and return 
some days later found pelvic examination 
large mass projecting the cul sac and made 
diagnosis pelvic abscess. 

posterior incision showed large collection 
clotted blood. left tube much distended, 
high and adherent. After the operation the 
patient’s condition improved markedly, but fresh 
bleeding continued through the gauze packing. 


Twelve hours later laparotomy was done and 


large oozing hemato-salpinx was removed from the 
left side. The recovery was uneventful, drainage 
being continued from the cul sac. 

question the condition was raised 
either the consultant’s mind until some 
time later when the patient denied absolutely, the 
possibility pregnancy being present. care- 
examination the tube made 
then showed embryonic structures and the man 
who made the sections reported that reminded 
him similar case nurse Johns Hopkins 
where exceedingly thorough examination showed 
signs pregnancy.

THE TECHNIC THE REMOVAL 
FOREIGN BODIES AND NEW 
GROWTHS FROM THE ESOPHAGUS.* 


MILLSPAUGH, D., Los Angeles. 


This subject little bulky for ten-minute 
paper and shall begin immediately use the 
pruning shears.

But shall give very 
little this part the subject, for believe 
that those older methods are blind and uncer- 
tain and dangerous that they should discarded 
practically every case where esophagoscopy 
available. The number men employing esoph- 
agoscopy increasing rapidly, that the near 


future this means relief will available 


nearly all parts the country. And while time 
very important these cases, will frequently 
mean less danger the patient take the time 
necessary reach esophagoscopist than try 
remove the foreign body the old means. 

Among the old methods shall speak inver- 
sion, the induction vomiting, the administration 
more less solid food; the use the bougie, 


probang and coin-catcher; and the esophageal 
forceps. 


suppose does child little harm stand 
him his head and try shake out swallowed 
foreign body, that effort not persisted too 
long. And the body round and smooth sup- 
pose would little harm give emetics and 
thus try eject the intruder. And, further, 
known that the body only smooth but 
such diameters that could forced into the 
stomach without great risk would sometimes 
permissible administer solid food, effort 
carry along, even carefully push along 
with bougie. doubt these old methods have 
frequently been crowned with success, and 
certain cases are relatively free from danger. 
astonishing what the esophagus will sometimes 
tolerate, well the rest the alimentary tract. 


The probang and coin-catcher are ingenious de- 
vices, frequently successful proper cases, but 
responsible also for much hidden and disastrous 
damage; they belong chapter surgical his- 
tory which should The same praise and 
the same condemnation belong the esophageal 
forceps; these mean the curved angled 
flexible forceps which are introduced blindly and 
which bite blindly for their object. Who could 
know whether the resistance felt withdrawing 
body such forceps was the resistance the 
body against the esophageal wall whether 
portion itself was coming, and how 
could one tell whether the point or. edge sharp 
body were perforating lacerating the wall 
its passage? course the fluoroscope properly

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managed would great aid the manipulation 
these instruments. 

thus condemning these old and useful pro- 
cedures generally too dangerous, not 
any means claim that esophagoscopy free from 
danger. has many dangers, which will con- 
sidered length later; have spent anxious hours 
over patient after attempt esophagoscopy, 
not what moment his pulse 
piration might cease. 

The technic removing foreign bodies esoph- 
agoscopy resolves itself into two main problems— 
the introduction the tube the level the 
foreign body, and the grasping and withdrawal 
the body. 

The question anesthesia has always 
settled. differs somewhat from the similar 
question bronchoscopy; here there never any 
need preserve the cough-reflex, and the greatest 
possible dulling sensation desirable. However, 
the esophagus itself not very sensitive, and the 
tendency with most men this field seems 
away from general anesthesia toward local anesthe- 
sia aided the hypodermic use morphine. Some 
work times with anesthesia, very young 
children, for instance. Janeway and have 
even done large number gastroscopies under 
the following routine anesthesia: 1/4 grain mor- 
phine given hypodermically shortly before the 
examination little later grains anesthesin are 
given mouth; finally the pharynx thoroughly 
anesthetized with 10% cocain. state that 
“the degree discomfort experienced has not been 
regretted any the patients examined.” 
usually desirable give from 1/150 1/100 grain 
atropine with the morphine; this lessens the 
secretion mucus, which nearly always trouble- 
some. certain cases, notably children and 
very nervous patierfts, general anesthesia will 
necessary, especially the foreign body such 
that much manipulation will probably required. 
judgment chloroform too dangerous, and 
ether should always used unless especially con- 
tra-indicated. Rectal intravenous anesthesia 
would very pleasant for the examiner, only 
they were safe. administration warm ether 
vapor through nasal mouth tubes would 
advantage. But ordinary anesthesia satisfactory; 


‘the patient should put well under before work 


begun. 

own experience has been limited the use 
the Jackson instruments, and the position the 
patient and other details introduction into the 
esophagus are similar many respects those 
for introduction through the larynx. 
anesthesia used the patient usually seated 
low stool. assistant sits behind and 
steadies and supports the head. 
anesthesia, the patient lies supine, with shoulders 
extending four five inches beyond the end 
the table, the assistant seated his right sup- 
porting the head and neck. Just lately have 
begun the use Jackson’s direct laryngoscope. 
This may introduced into the upper esophagus 
for short distance, far enough times reach

promises considerable satisfaction. The older 
method introduce the left index finger far 
possible toward the patient’s cricoid and then 
slip the tip the esophagoscope along the finger 
one pyriform sinus; this point being reached, 
the assistant secures just the right amount for- 
ward stretching the neck and extension 
the head the occipito-atlantal joint the tube 
can slipped into esophagus quite readily. 
This sounds simple enough, but has 
usually been the hardest part the task; trained 
assistant for holding the head most valuable 
asset. Once well past the cricoid the tube usually 
slips easily down the rest the gullet, the assistant 
varying the position the head and neck slightly 
prevent undue pressure the tip the tube. 
foreign-body work the tube should always 
introduced without its mandrin and every centi- 
meter the esophagus inspected from above 
downward. course the body known 
low down the mandrin may used the 
upper part, but even this case better 
examine the whole length the noting 
the amount traumatism which the body 
caused. 

Having reached the foreign body, the second 
main problem before one. Important points 
this problem are the shape and size the body 
and whether firmly embedded, whether has 
sharp points edges, perhaps already fixed the 
wall or, not, such position that traction 
likely cause them perforate. Pins, open 
sharp pointed bones and similar danger- 
ous objects are among those frequently swallowed. 
remove these safely calls frequently for much 
judgment, care and ingenuity. Various clever in- 
struments have been devised for closing safety pins, 
cutting pins, breaking tooth plates, etc. general 
the principle try draw the sharp points 
edges into the tube before attempting with- 
draw them, unless they happen pointed safely 
downward. When the body too large pass 
through the esophagoscope, tube, forceps and object 
must withdrawn together, except where 
found possible and advisable break the body into 
fragments. 

come back now the danger removing 
membered that are working long tube 
with delicate walls, close proximity the 
pneumogastric nerve; and. enter this tube 
must obliterate the angle which forms with 
the cavities the mouth and pharynx. 
aid this and the early days esophagoscopy 
was considered good form pull out least 
one upper incisor order make more room. 
This longer thought proper, but are 
mighty glad when the patient happens have 
lost them! danger perforating the 
esophagus with the tube, but this should never 
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occur; force inserting the instrument un- 
necessary and utterly There 
danger causing retro-pharyngeal abscess from 
traumatism; this has occurred the hands 
very good men. should teach use the 
utmost gentleness and care. danger 
laceration and perforation the esophageal wall 
from misguided efforts withdraw sharp 
angular body; the result may mediastinal ab- 
scess and probable death. There danger 
reflex stoppage respiration. had such 
experience the case four year old girl 
who had penny lodged the esophagus. Just 
withdrew the penny and tube respiration 
ceased entirely; artificial respiration was necessary 
for several minutes before she breathed right again. 
This was under ether anesthesia. danger 
from the anesthesia itself. nervous patient 
wished examine for suspected cardiospasm did not 
behave well under morphine and cocaine ether 
was given. Manipulation had hardly begun when 
both heart and respiration went bad and, 
said above, hours passed during which feared 
would die office table. There danger 
edema the glottis. Preparation for tracheot- 
omy should made and one able the opera- 
tion should hand nearly every case. 


These are the chief dangers this work. They 
seem formidable and they should lead use 
the utmost care. But must remember that 
every patient with foreign body lodged the 
esophagus already danger. ‘The question is: 
shall ram something blindly down his throat 
and push the object down pull thrust 
through the esophageal wall? shall 
after this other relatively safe and wholly 
logical manner? 


PROPHYLACTIC MEASURES FOR PEOPLE 
GROWING BLIND LATER LIFE.

1911). 


The policy and training advocated the author 
appeals one immediately sound for suitable 
cases; the other hand, must not overlook the 
fact that the question involved. (sc. prospective 
blindness) not always simple; case slow 
progress and where impossible know 
whether not ultimately succeed inhibit- 
ing the down grade progress, glaucoma, 
must always matter medical tact and 
judgment, whether reveal the worst possible al- 
ternative the issue the patient. The matter 
further complicated constitutional temperament 
the part the Still remains quite 
true that the viewpoint per always in- 
eventual outcome sealing the patient’s doom 
from therapeutic standpoint, and highly 
meritorious the part put his peda- 
gogic claim and for opposite prin- 
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ciple meeting that fateful before the 
profession. 


“To become blind early full manhood means 
the sufferer not alone the vanishing the 


outer world with its infinitely manifold effects 


form, light and color, but also the exclusion from 
every regular vocation, loss independence and 
deliverance into charitable care. This committal 
passive pseudo existence with all its anguish, 
unjustifiable; brought about the tradi- 
tionally sentimental conception blindness and 
its consequences, but contrary modern peda- 
gogics for the blind (as based psychology and 
elaborated ‘technically), which offer the means 
preserve the blind full activity and restore 
them the joy living. Experience practice 
years, and more especially the results 
the institution founded 1898 for the 
training those grown blind later life, have 
confirmed convictions which crave the 
privilege bring before you, coupling therewith 
request the granting which you will able 
benefit humanity yet more than you have done 
heretofore. 

“It much irrefutable demand human- 
ity postulate justice have every one 
growing blind brought 
instruction unless unfitted therefor through physi- 
cal psychical disease. This undertaking must, 
however, account deferred until blindness 
complete, and even less permissible let 
some time pass unused after absolute blindness 
has set in, lest the important and most efficient 
points attack for pedagogic measures re- 
duced considerably qualitatively lowered 
maybe lost entirely. The pathetic picture petri- 
fication presented many blind not, 
often believed, the necessary consequence blind- 
ness, but rather that omissions 
which cannot sufficiently deplored. Activity and 
definite aim are important factors for the buoyancy 
our being; they are rendered inactive, 
resignation and apathy take their place, the rise 
ever increasing stagnation follows naturally. 
The great task restore one growing blind 
with the faculty work, existence humanly 
worth whilé, makes the demand absolute, begin 
this training already the preliminary stages, 
better still, soon the loss decided diminu- 
tion vision have been prognosticated the phy- 

“There are weighty reasons for such procedure. 
Success pedagogic influence upon the prospective 
blind would quite illusory one were start 
with the premise that for the visual perceptions 
those touch, touch-hearing, could simply 
substituted, that the connex between the one 
and the other could established mere me- 
chanical juxtaposition sequence. Nor are 
indeed dealing here with transmission per se, 
but rather with such one that has assumed the 
character permeation. The deterioration vis- 
ion causes the sufferer involuntarily control and 
complement his deficient visual perceptions 
touch. Through systematically and rationally train- 
ing this process, which becomes gradually and suc- 
cessively necessity, the qualities vision they 
had originated primarily through differentiation 
the power touch, gradually will transform them- 
selves into those touch and touch-hearing. Thus 
are formed specific psychical formations hardly de- 
finable, which the problematical value percep- 
tions touch and materially height- 
ened their new meaning. This process arouses 
vivid interest the prospective blind and the 
consciousness newly gained possession. There- 
fore, and because the same proportion vision 
diminishes the new acquisitions are augmented 
quantitatively and qualitatively 
transmission becomes the compensation that apt 
mitigate the most beneficient way the sur- 
passingly painful contrast between seeing and non- 
seeing.. Thése empirical facts have bearing not 
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merely the knowledge but also the activities 
the prospective blind. 


“Transmission the qualities specific visual 
perceptions into those touch has the effect 
enabling one grown blind later life reproduce 
and retain the manifold pictures acquired before 
through the eye and stored his memory and 
make use them for combinations. The omis- 
sion, even the mere postponement, this im- 
portant and effectual transmission often brings 
about that the memory pictures grow increasingly 
dimmer and confused, that they are finally sub- 
merged and that painful state becomes permanent 
that feel passing when are absolutely 
unable remember well-known name, 
quasi identical with second psychical blindness 
leads not rarely despair and desperate 

eeds. 

“Unforgettable will the impression received 
when young woman who some years after her 
complete blindness entered our institution, ex- 
claimed painful emotion, ‘Just think, cannot 
imagine any more what mother looked like.’ 

“To begin the training the prospective blind 
long they are still possessed certain 
degree sight also imperatively required with 
regard any vocational work. many cases 
the aim not interrupt the old activities 
guide the training that for every insufficiency 
that may occur the prospective blind will 
use curative pedagogic means substitutes. 
that way often possible continue the accus- 
tomed life, reconnect where fate tore 
asunder and thereby attain the highest goal 
that can striven for the training the pros- 
pective blind. And succeed saving onl 
part the accustomed activity render possi- 
ble occupation related it, great deal, and 
compared the threatened absolute passivity 
very great deal even has been accomplished. 
This refers particularly intellectual spheres 
work, since scientific attainments and experience 
are not lest through blindness because with read- 
ing and writing blind script and stenography, 
with the transmission same typewriter, with 
the type calculating machine, drawing ‘polster’ and 
other auxiliary means, those accomplishments may 
preserved and increased and transposed into 
results quite practical value. Very effective 
has been for this end the ‘reconstruction method’ 
elaborated me, which enables the blind recon- 
struct from single words, put down blind script, 
sentences and later compositions, scenes, ora- 
tions, etc.* 


“Of many cases corroborating this theory will 
emphasize two convincing; one 
refers law student who began instructed 
blind-pedagogic methods soon failing 
vision had set in. finished his curriculum, 
attained the doctor’s degree and now able 
with quite degree success work 
prominent law office, the same time pre- 


private letter conveys information publication 
course preparation; anticipation such the 
author good enough elaborate the most 
essential parts his method follows: “At first 
make the blind write down blind script short sen- 
tences from daily life; from each these sertences 
the blind selects one word that seems him the most 
important. Next, only these single words are put before 
him and designates each them with its initial 
letter; case two several words should have the 
same initial letter permitted add yet another 
letter. letters the blind reconstructs the 
word, from the word the sentence, and this latter 
accurately possible. they very soon attain 
to an unusual fluency as well in the annotation as in 
reconstruction. This method is practiced thus that 
the blind has to hear an address and during the hearing 
make notes letters; first such address contains 
but few sentences but extended gradually. first 
the reconstruction done immediately after the con- 
clusion the address; later the annotations are kept 
for hours are not produced and used the next 
day. Always, however, original and reproduction are 
subjected to comparison and in this way correctness 
brought about more and more. remarkable 
how much memory grows stronger 
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paring himself for the advocate’s examination. 
Apart from being obliged have legal papers 
read him quite independent outside help. 
The other case proves that education one grow- 
ing blind advanced years not alone possible 
but may even very successful when undertaken 
the right time, that means before sight has been 
lost entirely. This case refers author sixty 
years old, bowed down fate’s blows, who was 
able after some months instruction open 
‘Schreibstube,’ which for year past now has 
been conducting, with joyfulness regained, inde- 
pendently and with increasing patronage. 


“But also those cases which talent and 
material circumstances compel 
blind adopt trade that has relation his 
former occupation much easier for him 
learn such, dexterity and proficiency even after 
the beginning total blindness are much greater 
and more surely founded for the primaries some 
though reduced degree vision has been available. 
That transference demanded for the training the 
individual going blind can obtain the character 
permeation only then when the function 
touch will used such manner the 
object comprehension should 
plastically. Since the beginning this practice 
this function and its results are compared with 
those vision comes about that the most 
important and most effective experiences gained 
before blindness may transposed into acts 
the touching hand. 


“This fact also greatest importance for the 
orientation space for the prospective blind and 
protests emphatically against the ill advised and 
insistent offering assistance which circumscribes 
the independent movements the blind, annihilat- 
ing them finally and thus rendering him doubly 
miserable. have known young blind man 
who had formerly been excellent gymnast but 
who then, thanks the tender care his friends, 
scarcely dared rise from his seat, and who 
walking through his room was pushed rather than 
guided. Suitable gymnastic exercises begun the 
preliminary stages blindness and practiced daily 
secure the beginning blind well the 
completely blind, not alone independence 
movements but they also have beneficial 
the whole field spontaneous resolution. 

“Many blind show residual vision; this means 
valuable possession against the absolute loss 
visual power; preserve and increase 
irrefutable postulate. The most important premise 
that end the blind can create himself. con- 
sists taking care that preserve the con- 
sciousness the possession rest vision. 
This accomplished the best purpose never 
interrupting the practice vision long 
possible and permissible all, even when there 
with touching and touch-hearing. 


“This whole exposé reality nothing but 
single great request that teacher the 
blind, ask you masters ophthalmology; 
repeat conclusion: Give those 
tunates who are going lose their vision wholly 
nearly the preliminary stages blindness 
over instruction whereby can preserved 
them their intellectual life, and whereby can 
returned their power work and earn, and hence 
their independence, their human dignity and 
great measure the joy living. know 
asking much, but asking the name 
humanity. keep the illusion long 
possible only seems benevolence; pur- 
chased too dearly with life suffering. Sanity 
and salvation are only brought truth.”

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GASSERECTOMY. 


THREE CASES. 
HENRY BARBAT, D., San Francisco. 


These cases are reported account the un- 
pleasant complications encountered during opera- 
tion. are struck the fact that this opera- 
tion, when performed the cadaver very easy 
accomplishment, but the living body are 
confronted with the one thing which makes intra- 
cranial surgery extremely difficult and times 
fatal, and that hemorrhage. While now 
have, thanks Harvey Cushing, Victor Horsley 
and others, numerous means combat hemorrhage 
this class work, will still remain the 
noir the surgeon, and tax his resources many 
cases. From the time make the first incision 
until the last suture placed have 
the alert prevent the loss too great quantity 
blood, and the conservative surgeon will often 
divide his operation into several stages rather than 
after sudden severe loss blood. The 
danger from sepsis following repeated operation can 
only avoided the most perfect asepsis from 
the beginning until the end the operations, 
the accurate closure the scalp wound, and the 
administration hexamethylene tetramine before 
and after the operations. Injury the brain sub- 
stance must avoided extreme care and gentle- 
ness every manipulation inside the skull, and 
every advance made with the greatest deliberation. 


Brilliancy brain surgery does not consist 
being able remove tumor Gasserian 
ganglion few minutes, regardless the pa- 
tient’s future, but getting results, and passant 
might well say that this the only principle 
which should guide any and all operative 
procedures. spite all the care which may 
exercise are often confronted with anomalies 
and unexpected conditions which may compel 
stop short and leave the operation incomplete. 


Case J., aged years, farmer; had suf- 
fered from neuralgia the trigeminus, right side, 
for about nine years. was treated with medi- 
cines for three years without any great relief. 
injected solution osmic acid into the 
supraorbital, infraorbital, mental and large palatine 
nerves according Murphy’s technic, February, 
1906, with perfect result for one year, when the 
infraorbital branch became painful, and rein- 
jected with osmic acid. was free from pain 
for two years, when noticed that the sensation 
was beginning get normal again and short 
time the pain returned the second and third di- 
visions the nerve. then used alcohol the 
injecting material, but the relief was short and the 
pain returned with extreme violence following 
sudden exertion. This did not yield large doses 
morphine, and the patient readily 
offer remove his Gasserian ganglion. His gen- 
eral health was fair, but had marked arterio- 
sclerosis. was given grains hexamethy- 
lene tetramine every four hours for hours pre- 
ceding the operation. Head prepared the usual 
manner, and half hour before the operation 
was given hypodermically morphine sulphate grains 
scopolamine hydrobromate grains 1/100, atro- 
pine sulphate grains 1/150. horseshoe flap was 
made with the base just above the root the 
zygoma, the bleeding was very free and required 
large number ligatures. Two small trephine 
openings were made the lower angles the 
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scalp incision, and the skull opened with De- 
Villbis bone forceps. The osteoplastic flap frac- 
tured the base and turned down. always 
make two bites with the bone forceps the direc- 
tion which wish the base the bone flap 
break. This weakens the bone. considerably, and 
insures correct break. When the. bone flap was 
turned down the bleeding was profuse, the worst 
being the upper margin the wound which 
required packing between the skull and dura. 

The dura was detached down the foramen 
spinosum and the niiddle meningeal artery tied. 
Continuing the detachment the dura violent 
hemorrhage occurred which appeared come from 
the cavernous sinus. After repeated tamponade the 
bleeding continued and was deemed better 
postpone the operation, small tampon was 
placed which controlled the hemorrhage and the 
skull closed. tampon was also left the upper 
margin the wound the bleeding was still pro- 
fuse. The scalp was accurately sutured and dry 
dressings applied. The patient reacted perfectly 
and two days later the wound was reopened. 
the last bit gauze was removed from the base 
the skull the hemorrhage recurred but could 
controlled placing very small strip gauze 
against the bleeding point which did not occlude 
the operating field. The second and third branches 
were easily exposed and sectioned the points 
emergence from the skull. Some bleeding oc- 
curred from the foramen ovale which was con- 
trolled with piece catgut packing. grasp- 
ing the cut ends the nerves forceps and 
making traction the Gasserian ganglion was brought 
into view and the portion removed which gave 
origin the two lower nerves. 

being impossible check the hemorrhage from 
the cavernous sinus without leaving tampon, 
packed with strip gauze which was carried 
the lower angle the wound. The osteoplastic 
flap was replaced and the scalp accurately sutured, 
leaving only very small aperture for the gauze 
strip. began removing the strip the second 
day and pulled out the last portion the fifth 
day without any recurrence the bleeding. The 
external wound healed perfectly and ‘the patient 
went home Morgan Hill days after the sec- 
ond operation. Besides paralysis the second 
and third branches the fifth also had 
paralysis the third, fourth and sixth nerves 
the right side which did not clear for six 
months. Patient perfectly well present time. 

Case Mrs. H., aged years, had been suffer- 
ing with tic douloureux the left side the face 
involving both the superior and inferior maxillary 
branches the fifth nerve for several years. The 
spasmodic pains would started the slightest 
irritation any the branches the fifth nerve, 
recur every three minutes and last for hours. 
injected the four branches with osmic acid 
the last case with complete relief for exactly two 
years when second injection was given which 
lasted one year. The third injection was given 
February, 1908, and lasted about two and one-half 
years, when the pain recurred, but the patient was 
able hold out until February, 1912, when she 
came for operation. 

She had lost considerable flesh account not 
being able eat, every mouthful caused ex- 
cruciating pain. Heart and lungs good condi- 
tion, but arteries rather hard. The first operation 
was done February Furious hemor- 
rhage followed the cutting the scalp flap which 
was controlled with Hartman forceps the con- 
cave edge and with ligatures the convex edge. 
Both trephine openings cut branches the middle 
meningeal artery and had tamponed. 
third trephine hole also bled freely and had 
plugged for some minutes. was then found that 
the blade the DeVilbiss forceps was not deep 
enough reach the inside the skull which was 
least thick the trephine openings. 
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was obliged cut channel %-inch deep through 
the outer table the skull corresponding the 
horseshoe flap; this permitted the DeVilbiss for- 
ceps used and the skull was rapidly cut open. 
When the base flap was broken and turned 
back the whole the exposed surface bled furi- 
ously, and the time was controlled with hot 
water, gauze pads and hemostats, the patient 
showed signs shock and the osteoplastic flap 
was replaced and the scalp accurately sutured. 

She rallied auickly and was kept under hexa- 
methylene tetramine until the next operation five 
days later. When the bone flap was lifted started 
considerable bleeding which was, however, easily 
arrested. The middle meningeal artery passed 
through groove which was bridged over short 
intervals with spiculae bone, that every at- 
tempt separating the dura from the skull was 
followed fresh hemorrhage, and laceration the 
dura which allowed the escape the cerebro-spinal 
fluid. The artery was finally caught and ligated 
the foramen spinosum. The inferior maxillary 
nerve was uncovered and cut through just before 
its emergence through the foramen ovale. The last 
stroke the knife brought rush blood which 
almost caused the patient collapse. rapid tam- 
ponnade stopped the hemorrhage, but would have 
been unwise proceed with the operation. be- 
lieve that the inferior maxillary nerve this case 
crossed the internal carotid artery without any in- 
terposition bone and that punctured the ves- 
sel with the point the knife. 

The tampon was left situ and the flap again 
sutured place. The patient recovered conscious- 
ness short time but found difficulty talking. 
This condition increased, and she found im- 
possible make known her wants talking, and 
showed marked symptoms pressure the 
speech center. The skull was reopened days 
after the last operation, with practically bleed- 
ing; the removal the tampon uncovering per- 
fectly the region the ganglion which was re- 
sected with its two lower branches, and the head 
closed. Speech returned completely days and 
the patient left the hospital days after the 
last operation perfectly well 


had neuralgia involving all branches the fifth 
the right side. injected osmic acid September, 
1905, with perfect result except that the auriculo- 
temporal branch began get very painful one year 
later, and was exposed and injected under local 
anesthesia. further trouble was experienced for 
one more year, when the inferior maxillary began 
again and was injected October, 1907. This 
lasted for four years, when tic began which be- 
came rapidly unbearable, and was not relieved 
injection alcohol into the inferior dental and 
infraorbital, operation was advised. Patient had 
marked arcus senilis, but was otherwise fair con- 
dition. Very little bleeding was encountered any 
stage the operation. The dura was loosened 
along the anterior surface the petrous portion 
the temporal bone until the ganglion was reached 
and exposed. was lifted out its bed and de- 
tached from the dura, and the outer part resected 
along with the second and third branches. The 
bleeding from the foramen ovale was controlled 
forcing piece folded catgut into the open- 
ing. The middle meningeal artery was not ligated. 
sutured and patient went home ten days 
well. 


With regard hemostasis, the article Harvey 
Cushing the Annals Surgery July, 1911, gives 
the best résumé which has appeared the subject, 
and two the methods given are relatively new. 
The use small particles either muscle 
blood clot placed directly bleeding point and 
held there for few minutes gives most use- 
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ful and efficient method controlling hemorrhage 
from otherwise inaccessible places. The use 
Cushing’s silver wire staples also marked addi- 
tion the armamentarium the surgeon, espe- 
cially checking bleeding from vessels the pia 
brain proper. When vessel such the middle 
meningeal the small petrosal cut too 
close its bony foramen able grasp with 
forceps the bleeding may stopped plugging 
the foramen with small piece fine catgut which 
has been tightly folded up. The nerves had better 
cut with scissors instead the knife, and the 
possibility puncturing the carotid artery avoided. 
must always the alert for anomalies, 
which, however slight, may cause most serious 
complications. astonishing how rapidly pa- 
tients recover after these operations, provided the 
work has been carefully and accurately done and 
the brain substance not injured. have seen 
harm from opening the dura, and the escape 
the cerebro-spinal fluid; the contrary, facili- 
tated the operation, giving much more room 


work without making much pressure the 
brain.

SHOCK.*

strong may produce disintegration 
these cells, which may cause profound shock, col- 
lapse, even terminate death. 


During the first half the 19th century the 
mechanical conditions governing the circulation 
the blood were carefully studied and that time 
was thought that the simple elasticity the blood 
vessels was sufficient control the circulation, but 
has since been proven Claude Bernard and 
others that there more powerful influence that 
enters into the control the circulation, viz.: the 
vasomotor nerves. arteries are richly supplied 
with these nerves; also the veins very limited 
extent. The veins also being more deficient 
muscular fiber than the arteries, have less power 
contractility. arteries are held state 
constriction and this manner keep the heart and 
coronary arteries filled with blood, easily 
seen when these nerves are paralyzed the arteries 
become dilated and empty themselvs into the veins, 
thereby diminishing the amount blood both 
the heart and the arterial circulation, hence lower- 
ing blood pressure including the pressure the 
coronary arteries, producing feeble and more 
rapid action the pulse. has been demon- 
strated that the great majority this blood ac- 
cumulates the splancnic area. Mall and others 
have shown that the portal system supplied with 
vasomotor nerves somewhat similar the arteries, 
while yet questionable whether the veins 
the rest the body are supplied any extent. 
Under normal conditions one can insert the finger 
into the foramen Winslow thereby damming the 
blood from the general circulation produce all the 
symptoms shock. 


The treatment this condition 
into two classes, the preventive and curative. 
preventive measures are such getting your pa- 
tient the best possible condition before opera- 
tion, clearing the bowels well but not purging, 
having him take freely fluids several days before 
possible. One the most common causes 
shock following abdominal section the psychical 
effect having undergo big operation. have 
often seen patients the table with nervous 
chill and continue throughout the operation. 
These patients rule take the anesthetic badly, 
and often make poor recoveries. feel duty 
always make the patient comfortable pos- 
sible over the outcome the operation without 
clearly deceiving him. family and friends 
should, course, know the true condition. 
already state shock from traumatism 
otherwise always good surgery wait unless 
you have hemorrhage, for example, the ab- 
dominal cavity the cranium, elsewhere, 
which, course, must controlled immediately. 
The preparation the field operation should 
the simplest that assures perfect technic. 
lieve advisable give hypodermic morphine 
and atropine all cases before administering 
anesthetic. Crile, Yandell Henderson, Yale, 
Bloodgood and others are strong advocates the 
use nitrous oxide anesthetic, claiming that 
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Blocking the field operation from the central 
nervous system described Dr. Crile producing 
anoci association very effective when can 
done, but some instances cannot done with 
any degree satisfaction. this class 
cases should consider the administration spinal 
anesthesia, especially injuries the pelvic organs 
and the lower extremities when for any reason 
general anesthesia would dangerous 
anesthesia inapplicable. 

The curative treatment: First and foremost 
opinion when drugs are indicated (and want 
emphasize should very careful not over- 
stimulate worn-out and exhausted heart) comes 
the intravenous administration adrenalin, since 
have deficiency the circulating blood 
must direct our attention the correction this 
condition, and this, believe, most promptly met 
the infusion adrenalin. can admin- 
istered with ordinary infiltration syringe con- 
taining ounce saline and half drachm 
adrenalin injecting directly into the veins, 
being powerful stimulant the vasomotor center 
well the bloodvessels themselves. This 
can done without incising the skin, allowing 
the arm hang downward, applying tourniquet 
just above the point election. needle can 
readily inserted into the vein, thereby saving 
great deal time. case emergency the 
ordinary hypodermic will suffice, which should al- 
ways kept reach during operation. After 
the injection adrenalin into vein have 
imagined could detect rise blood pressure 
less than ten seconds. Crile has late advocated 
the use adrenalin saline infusion intra-arterial- 
ly, injecting towards the heart, claiming get 
more speedy effect from the drug. not 
believe necessary use much saline unless you 
have had hemorrhage. shock the amount 
blood not supposed diminished, but un- 
equalized, the veins containing the greater amount 
all the blood the body, you can see 
throwing big amount saline into the veins al- 
ready distended you may mechanically flood the right 
heart and great harm. course, there has 
been loss blood intravenous infusion two 
three pints saline strongly indicated. The 
patient should kept quiet possible. 
movements tend increase the collapse. And 
there injury should not interfered with 
until later unless there hemorrhage, above 
stated, which, course, should stopped. The 
patient should kept warm with blankets, hot 
water bottles, etc. Hot coffee should given 
the rectum, hot saline injection the coffee 
not convenient. Ordinarily the foot the bed 
should elevated increase the blood pressure 
the heart and brain. However, this produces 
cyanosis the patient should brought 
horizontal position. Bandaging the extremities, 
forcing the blood back into the body is. recognized 
good mechanical treatment. Atropine is, 
opinion, second only importance adrenalin, 
given one-fiftieth one-one hundredth 
grain. Hare says atropine, use his own 
words: “The drug acts powerful stimulant 
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upon the vascular system; dilates the capillaries 
the skin but contracts the vessels the splancnic 
collapse; drives the stored-up blood the veins 
the area into the general circulation, 
thereby raising blood pressure.” also says 
this connection that atropine stimulates the vaso- 
motor ganglia throughout the body. use 
atropine can almost restricted those cases 
which you have with relaxation 


the muscles and profuse perspiration. ‘The use 


abuse digitalis, strychnine 
that has long been used these cases indiscrimi- 
nately believe without sound therapeutic 
foundation, say the least. And indeed, 
opinion, may prove even dangerous. ‘Take for in- 
stance, nitro-glycerine, the most prompt and power- 
ful the three; all authorities claim acts 
paralyzing the vasomotor and sympathetic nervous 
system, and the muscular coats the arteries them- 
selves. may stimulate the heart 
its force, but doing may harmful. 
already have paralyzed vasomotor center, conse- 
quently have deficient amount blood the 
arteries, therefore not want the heart stimu- 
lated until has something contract upon. 


Digitalis acts particularly contracting the 
heart muscle iself. Every form dilated heart 
arising from any pathological condition fit sub- 
ject for digitalis; therefore believe that digitalis 
beneficial those cases where you have shock 
from prolonged exhaustion your vasomotor 
center, with weakened and dilated heart muscle, 
but doubt its efficiency acute collapse. Its 
action stimulating the pneumogastric would 
emptying the heart and arteries what little 
blood they have left contract upon. Digitalis 
good drug, but not until you have established 
your vaso constrictors. 

will now speak briefly strychnine. Its 
action somewhat similar digitalis. not 
believe strychnine much value acute shock. 
Indeed, may harm. There one other drug 
that commonly administered patients found 
shock—morphine. Under circumstances, 
reached the state profound collapse, but there 
administered. The household remedy, whisky, 
which always hand, should not given 
all. may obscure both the cause and extent 
the injury. The Crile pneumatic suit which acts 
forcing the peripheral circulation the center, 
thereby increasing the pressure, does not tend 
relieve the true cause the condition. acts 
simply mechanical way. Sometimes the 
simple dilation the sphincter ani you may relieve 
patient acute collapse. The transfusion 
blood which was commonly used olden times 
has been recognized procedure since the early 
part the 19th century, but had practically be- 
come obsolete until recently, when was again 
revived. believe should resorted only 
when there has been hemorrhage; even then 
think most cases best relieved saline infusion. 

Gentlemen, conclusion wish state that 
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opinion that many sudden deaths follow- 
ing accidents and tedious operations that are attrib- 
uted other causes such emboli, thrombi, etc., 
are due shock, and repeat the constant vigi- 
lance the anesthetist and the surgeon, that this 
condition many cases can avoided. The draw- 
ing upon pedicle, the rough handling the in- 
testines, all tend produce shock and should 
avoided. There are critical moments when 
prompt action our patients’ lives may saved. 


Discussion, 


Dr. Teass: agree most heartily with what 
has been said regarding the mind and the limited 
use drugs, and will not consume time re- 
peating anything that has been said, but have 
not heard the subject heat mentioned and feel 
that too important allow the subject 
closed without emphasizing few points about 
keeping the patient warm. have seen many 
badly injured patient brought- into the operating 
room, placed cold table, and kept exposed for 
many minutes while constant process scrubbing 
the entire body was taking place, the evaporation 
from the surface adding constantly patient’s 
shock. -Rather far, not scrub such patient 
all, for the simpler you make your technic, and 
the quicker the patient made comfortable 
bed possible, the greater will his chances to- 
ward ultimate recovery. remember only too well 
when was doing pioneer surgical work several 
different mining camps, that soon found out that 
prolonged scrubbing and ether anesthesia cost the 
lives several patients with badly mangled limbs, 
soon simplified technic injecting mor- 
phine with cocaine into the exposed nerves, wash- 
ing with tincture iodine, and cutting out excess 
dirt with the scissors and using silk-worm gut 
that had been kept tincture iodine after simply 
soaking hot lysol solution for few moments. 
After the adoption such simple and quick 
method handling emergency cases, they ceased 
give such great concern, for knew they 
would get well. 


Rexwald Brown: The point the mental 
attitude the patient toward the doctor 
one the most interesting elements entering into 
shock. The patient who has come the doctor’s 
office knowing that surgical procedures are neces- 
sary, realizing that they are necessary, going home 
and talking the matter over with his friends and 
family, with his mind against operative procedure 
all the time, liable shock. The woman who 
goes into the operating rom with the idea that 
she likelv die, large number instances 
will die, merely from shock. Crile has called atten- 
tion this. This was brought home re- 
cently. Two years ago patient came 
need operation (hysterectomy). She fought 
against for two years, but finally submitted. 
She went into saying that she would die, al- 
though was simple hysterectomy. She died 
three days after the operation from nothing the 
world but shock. 


Dr. Powell: the treatment surgical shock 
must guided entirely the cause the 
shock. hemorrhagic shock the treatment must 
different from that nervous psychological 
shock. well encugh for Dr. Morton tell 
that can take patient into the operating 
room and under the pretense making exami- 
nation, perform hysterectomy without her know- 
ing that has operated her. But when pa- 
tients come seriously injured, and suffering 
from shock cannot treat them that way. far 
the use drugs concerned, when the patient 
nervous and dreads surgical procedure, think 
hypodermic morphine will put him better 
condition, and there will less danger subse-

Our 
surgeons will bear out that the crushed cases 
are the worst ones our practice, although they 
not bleed any extent. would almost 
impossible take charge badly injured case 
country practice without letting some one give 
that patient whisky. had case last summer 
rattlesnake bite, middle finger left hand; the 
victim shook off the snake and did the natural 
thing course; sucked right away and 
before got there had taken pints whisky. 
loaded him with apomorphine and got the whisky 
out him. told him didn’t need any more 
whisky, but keep right sucking. would 
suggest that when you find all other means fail, 
you give them dose apomorphine. You may 
find will help you did me. find these 
cases shock reptile mental in- 
fluence; this well the “nervous paralysis” 
seems relieved apomorphine, and case 
which used for “shock” has emesis fol- 
lowed. 


Dr. Hamlin: Undoubtedly all surgeons 
men doing emergency work, the question 
shock and hemorrhage one which cannot 
give too much attention. Dr. Powell struck 
idea with the classification shock—all cases are 
not due the same cause. treatment think 
alcohol and morphine are often valuable.

Where you have gross pathology, crushed 
limb, where impulses are continually being carried 
through the nervous system, morphine ideal. 
intestinal work, where shock comes from manipu- 
lation the intestines, adrenalin would valuable. 
But thinking shock, should classify it. 
When you have shock and hemorrhage combined, 
you must replace the lost blood blood salt 
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solution. think the classification great im- 
portance, and one treatment will cover the 
whole subject. 


Dr. Ramey, closing discussion: the Texas 
State Medical Association meeting, heard great 
deal emphasis laid the idea fear Dr. 
Crile. The speaker said that fear could elim- 
inated absolutely you would have hardly any shock, 
and went far say that you could 
block your field operation, shutting off from 
the central nervous system, there would 
shock all; you could -operate long you 
wanted without shock the patient. claimed 
that neither ether nor chloroform produces this 
condition. said that you.operate under ether, 
every impression carried the central nervous 
system, which not the case with nitrous oxide 
anesthesia. the use drugs shock, 
referred nearly all that have been used simply 
say that not believe much them. rely 
principally upon two drugs when indicated the 
treatment shock—atropin and adrenalin; the lat- 
ter should always given intravenously with 
little saline solution. doubt that fear plays im- 
portant part the production shock ad- 
vanced Crile. all know that extensive burns 
and traumatic injuries following railway accidents 
produce the most profound shock.

TUBERCULOSIS AMONG RAILROAD 
EMPLOYEES.*

Tuberculosis ubiquitous, therefore railroad em- 
ployees suffer from it. The percentage morbid- 
ity probably less among them than among any 
other large mass employees, except those the 
army and navy. are obliged submit 
physical examination prior employment. 
insurance actuaries claim that examination discrim- 
inates favor the company for period not 
exceed five years. Likewise, the examination 
our men protects the company for only limited, 
though uncertain, time. the practice 
specialty see many cases tuberculosis among 
railroad men, from both eastern and western roads. 
rule, the hygienic environment our men 
above the average, particularly this coast; partly 
owing the climate, part the nature the 
work, and largely the fact that our company 
officials are quick remedy hygienic defects. 
has several times happened that superintendents 
and roadmasters have remodeled station and sec- 
tion houses district, and have 
changed plumbing and drainage. 


attempting group the men find that 
engineers and firemen are quite exempt from the 
disease. the other hand, Pullman conductors 
furnish large quota. Mexican peons, laboring 
section hands, are frequently tubercular. 
men are not subject the disease commonly 
other men similar social grade. The same 
true, think, shopmen. When these people 
succumb due unhygienic housing and living 
rather than shop conditions. Office men are at- 
tacked more frequently than other employees. And

Employees who have acquired tuberculosis 
while the service the company receive marked 
consideration. ‘The company has, thus far, main- 
tained hospital, but has contracts with several 
hospitals. subjects are permitted re- 
main hospital for reasonable length time. 
definite limits have ever been established. The 
matter the establishment tubercular sana- 
torium has never been considered.” 


Dr. Cochran, the Salt Lake, reports: 
have from our own office not more than half 
dozen cases per year. The policy the company 
eliminate such cases from the service. 
have arrangement for admission the County 
Hospital, for dispose each case are 
best able under the circumstances individually, 
usually caring for them their homes sending 
them sanatorium, for the company does not 
provide for any treatment such cases. Each case 


dealt with seems most advisable for that in- 
dividual.” 


Dr. Morrison, the Santa Fe, states: “We 
keep special record employees suffering from 
tuberculosis. The number small, owing the 
physical examination before entering the service. 
Under our rules, chronic diseases acquired prior 
entering the service are not subject treatment 
our Hospital Association. case found 
ing with handled its merits. man 
has been the service number years care 
for him long possible under conditions which 
seem required his particular case.

Dr. Ainsworth, the Southern Pacific, records:

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proximately one-fourth one per cent.). 
ployees with tuberculosis are kept the company’s 
payroll long they are able report for active 
duty. employees, the same all other 
employees, are entitled one year’s hospital privi- 
leges. company has provided special facili- 
ties for the care tubercular patients the Gen- 
eral Hospital San Francisco.”

uncommon, each company must face the problem.

All modern advance our knowledge tuber- 
culosis may summed early diagnosis and 
rational treatment.

Some 
these gentlemen almost invariably send very early 
cases, with others the reverse true. have noted, 
also, that men who send incipient cases are either 
nose, throat and chest specialists general practi- 
tioners, while men who specialize 
gynecology and neurology more frequently send ad- 
vanced cases. am, therefore, inclined believe 
that the common run general practitioners rec- 
ognize the disease earlier than their more noted 
colleagues who have achieved greater distinction. 
Aside from those who have come primarily 
company surgeon, have never had railroad 
employee referred the incipient stage. 
There are, doubtless, many explanations this 
fact, but one reason that our attention con- 
centrated upon apparently more serious conditions. 
These people seem have little the matter 
with them. 

Early diagnosis art rather than science. 
There are pathognomonic symptoms. The phys- 
ical signs are yet doubtful. bacilli are 
never present the sputum until the second stage; 
that is, until some breaking down lung tissue 
has occurred, however minute may have been. 
Even many samples expectoration may not 
contain them. While presence the bacillus 
positive evidence, its absence without diagnostic 
import. The tuberculin reactions, the Moro 
test, are valuable, but the reaction may caused 
latent tuberculosis, some old, encapsulated 
tubercle, when the disease does not even threaten 
activity. Repeated examinations have convinced 
that the blood picture usually normal, even 
the hemoglobin content. Blood pressure still re- 
mains unaffected and Arneth’s index, ever use- 
ful, later phenomenon. Examination the 
urine, unless lesions exist primarily the kidney 
bladder, does not illumine the problem. 
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Diazo reaction occurs late, all, and indicanu- 
ria and phosphaturia are not significant. The im- 
portance the daily temperature curve cannot 
exaggerated, but occasional office observations are 
worthless. accurate thermometer should 
used, least every two hours from early morning 
till late evening. The curve will slowly rise from 
97° 98° 99° fall again night 
comes This curve will quite steady and 
very persistent. continues, without intermis- 
sion, for ten days two weeks, the case more 
than suspicious. The patient will complain 
little physical weakness and loss ambition. 
will not complain poor appetite, but inquiry will 
elicit the symptom, together with somewhat vague 
evidence indigestion mal-assimilation and con- 
sequent decline weight. 

There often little pleurodynia, fugitive my- 
algic pains the intercostal muscles. frank 
The nasal and buccal mucous membranes are apt 
flabby and pale, more noticeable because the 
percentage hemoglobin remains about normal. 
Pottenger’s sign can sometimes detected. 
small, fine, moist rale may heard—only after 
cough. Occasionally little bloody expectoration 
brings the patient one’s office. Unless its origin 
the nose throat, from organic heart dis- 
ease, actinomycosis malignancy can definitely 
determined must assume tubercular. 
The patient’s family history must searched 
determine his tendency disease. His personal 
history, environment and associations must care- 
fully investigated. 

These few points are mentioned merely indi- 
cate the difficulty early diagnosis. com- 
parable the early diagnosis gastric cancer and 
failure bodes the same disaster the patient. The 
clinical artist will interpret the picture. The aver- 
age man will prescribe some worthless tonic and, 
months later, will send his patient the sana- 
torium—when too late. cannot expect 
the average busy railroad surgeon devote the 
necessary time these cases but every railroad has 
its staff competent men whom the patient can 
referred for verification suspicious symptoms. 
The time will arrive, course, when any one can 
make the diagnosis; that time often 
mere preliminary the autopsy. 

The successful treatment these early cases 
distinct specialty. The work and the conditions 
work general hospital are foreign the 
needs these patients that the very best things 
can rarely, ever, done for them there. 
necessity for daily expert supervision cannot too 
forcibly insisted upon. Many surgical risks recover 
notwithstanding faulty asepsis. So, too, many con- 
sumptives get well without modern sanatorium 
treatment. each instance, however, the percent- 
age good results far below modern possibilities. 
The value specialization conceded prin- 
ciple. The occulist, the surgeon, the alienist each 
covers recognized field. But every man the 
profession deems himself quite competent treat 
pulmonary tuberculosis. Now the average man’s 
success this business comparable the ab- 
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dominal surgery the general practitioner. 
either case some brilliant results may secured, 
but both instances there will inability suc- 
cessfully cope with unexpected complications. 
improbable that audience surgeons would 
interested the details sanatorium treatment. 
And yet, its value consists attention detail 
and adapting the details the individual. The 
diet, regulation daily rest and exercise, hydro- 
therapeutic measures and dozens other items 
vary with each patient. Even good surgical nurses 
not apprehend the needs this class and 
achieve results the physician must daily con- 
tact with the patient. 

Another point! For many years some particular 
climate was considered essential the treatment 
pulmonary tuberculosis. present, the general 
opinion seems that one climate good 
another; that climate without therapeutic value. 
Now climate (which includes altitude, relative hu- 
midity, temperature, air currents, soil, drainage and 
many other elements) does exert physiological ef- 
fects upon the human body both health and dis- 
ease. For instance, where located the climate 
acts disastrously upon all cases organic heart 
trouble. Under the same treatment pulmonary tu- 
berculosis will often prosper one climate and suc- 
cumb 

Because these many reasons that have hinted 
would seem wise for our railroad companies 
establish sanatoria for the treatment employees 
suffering from early tuberculosis. This plan need 
not involve large expenditure. Sanatorium efficiency 
does not depend upon elaborate The 
building and equipment simply constitute instru- 
ment used with more less skill according 
the ability the medical man charge. 
Enough individual bungalows, cost $100 
apiece, less, together with modest administra- 
tion building are all that required. Each com- 
pany has men its medical roll who reside 
suitable climates and who are specially trained for 
this work. one them could delegated 
the care all early cases. more ambitious 
program desired several the roads could com- 
bine carry out. 

The most precarious time the life con- 
sumptive the year following his discharge from 
the sanatorium arrested cured case. 
His finances have become straitened; his business 
demands extra nervous expenditure; feels the 
freedom man whose death sentence has been 
reversed; does not realize the true situation. 
Many worst cases have been discharged from 
some institution cured. former talk, before 
the State Society, advocated the rule that 
patient should included the list arrested 
cured cases until after three years have elapsed 
from the date discharge. sanatoria would 


_adopt this rule their statistics would less attrac- 


tive but more accurate. When one you removes 
cancerous breast you not report the patient 
cured when she leaves the hospital. You await de- 
velopments. should with consumptives. 
For least one year after leaving the sanatorium 
the patient should remain under close observation. 
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should carefully examined every two three 
months and his mode living strictly regulated. 
should much easier follow railroad em- 
ployees this manner than keep track private 
patients. 


conclusion wish refer point that 
should appeal surgical audience. not 
unusual refuse postpone some needed surgi- 
cal procedure because the patient suffering from 
incipient tuberculosis. And yet, when surgery 
indicated, tubercular patients bear the operation 
well, suffer little from shock and, for some rea- 
son, the tuberculosis frequently improves. 
being counter-indication surgical work in- 
cipient tuberculosis very cogent reason for do- 
ing it. Time and again have removed nasal ob- 
structions, tonsils and adenoids with decided benefit 
the pulmonary condition. Nor are the benefits 
operative work restricted that done the 
respiratory passages. sanatorium to-day 
young woman whose lungs were softening; she was 
rapidly declining. For long time she had grum- 
bling appendicitis. consultants opposed opera- 
tion because her pulmonary tuberculosis. How- 
ever, opened her and removed the diseased ap- 
pendix. She has gained about twenty pounds 
three months and her lungs are clearing up. 
year ago opened blacksmith who was bad 
shape. The appendix contained many tuberculous 
nodules and the peritoneum was studded with 
tubercle. The man now well. cases are 
merely illustrative. And yet, have seen many 
pulmonary cases recover after work 
gall-bladder appendix that have become 
quite optimistic. not pretend specialize 
surgery but experience has taught that mod- 
erate tubercular involvement the lungs bar 
otherwise indicated surgical work. ‘These state-

surgical operations (removal the tonsils not 
sources reinfection) are distinctly contraindi- 
cated, and advise against when there ex- 
tensive pulmonary disease. would like know 
Dr. King’s views this subject. course there 
are many nasal conditions where surgical operation 
would improve the breathing, which would 
reason for the operation. 


Dr. King: regard operative measures, 
wants operate moribund case. the 
patient too far advanced operation never ad- 
vised. There are three reasons for not operating: 
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poor resisting power; fear shock; fear 
infection. not think the resistance af- 
fected the presence tuberculosis and shock 
not feared much other cases. Sur- 
geons will take the view that shock more likely 
occur those who are robust than those 
who are already weakened disease. Chances 
infection are not increased the disease. 
discuss tuberculin would take too much time. 
use about one-third cases. There have 
been some very valuable results; but rule 
think disappointing, and there are great. possi- 
bilities harm being done it. There always 
the possibility harm resulting, and slight prob- 
ability great good some cases.

Support the Work Prosecution Illegal 
Practitioners. help the prosecution the 
illegal practitioners practicing Los Angeles 
County, the Board Councilors voted sixty dollars 
monthly for six months, three hundred and sixty 
dollars all, for the use the State Board At- 
torney, Mr. Hubert Morrow. Through Mr. Mor- 
row’s efforts, many the illegal and vicious prac- 
titioners the county were made stop their 
business. This donation $360.00 was fact 
one the very best investments the work 
protection the public health which our Society 
has made years. 


Public Health Moving Picture Films. con- 
junction with the Los Angeles Society for the 
Study and Prevention Tuberculosis our Associa- 
tion arranged for the exhibition public health 
moving picture films the public schools and 
moving picture theatres. Our share the expense 
for this purpose amounted $92.15. 
regretted that the School Board should have sub- 
sequently thrown many restrictions about this 
work that was necessary give up. 


Malpractice Defense the State Society. The 
State Medical Association has been under very 
heavy expense defending the suits entered against 
our members the Los Angeles County. this 
day ingratitude and specious reasoning many 
citizens public health matters, the air 
assail the members the regular profession 
much possible. Malpractice suits have therefore 
become more numerous than ever before. 


Let grateful that through the State Society 
are able present united front those 
ingrates and blackmailers who unjustly assail our 
members. Here few other material ways, 
have another indication how greatly our 
united effort demanded give battle those 
who maliciously fanatically would assail us. 


Medical Building Proposition. The most impor- 
tant event the past year was the development 
from hope into beginning reality, our 
Home for the Los Angeles County Medical Asso- 
ciation” propaganda. 

-From the time your present Secretary assumed 
the duties that office, the thought has been con- 
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stantly kept mind that the thing that would 
really make his work worth while, would 
home for the Association. that end the Bulletin 
was enlarged, refreshments were added the 
meetings, coliection slips instituted, campaigns for 
new members vigorously carried and other 
measures inaugurated which had their object 
larger and more united membership the Society, 
the hope that from this larger and better union 
there might come into being home for the So- 
ciety. The finances the meeting were 
handled the entertainment committee with the 
same ultimate object mind, namely, give the 
visiting members the best entertainment 
they had ever received anywhere, but the same 
time have left over goodly sum nest egg 
for permanent building fund. Those plans did 
not amiss, and after the meeting 
was possible turn over the newly instituted 
Board Permanent Quarters the sum almost 
nine thousand dollars. 


The question then arose what plan would 
benefit the Association most: invest this newly 
acquired money money five per cent. in- 
terest rate try bring into existence least 
beginning home the County Medical Asso- 
ciation the hope that would pave the way 
for something better. One our members having 
volunteered pay part the expenses the 
erection addition the Barlow Medical 
Library, post card vote was that plan, 
with majority favor thereof. Before anything 
definite was done, however, Dr. Rollin French 
appeared before the Board Permanent Quar- 
ters and stated his willingness undertake 
preliminary canvass the practicability our 
County Medical Association taking upon itself the 
erection office building for the exclusive use 
the members the Association. 


The Board Permanent Quarters appointed 
committee which Dr. French 
undertake this canvass, and the hearty response 
and approval the plan showed that had 
last arrived that state solidarity where 
important project might seriously contem- 
plated. often the case matters this 
kind, was move rapidly were 
secure the one site which all upon 
being the best location, namely, the large lot 
the southeast corner Sixth and Olive streets. 
The Board Permanent Quarters, authority 
from the Board Councilors, thereupon took 
option this property the name the Los 
Angeles County Medical Association. 

the purchase this lot and the erection 
thereon eleven-story Class office building 
meant expenditure almost one and 
million dollars, once became evident that 
large proposition would necessity have 
handled separate corporation and that end 
the Medical Building Corporation was formed. 

_That corporation through board fifteen 
directors once took the work organization, 
that the option put our County Society 
might not lost; and order place 
prise the safest possible basis engaged Mr. 
Spencer, experienced architect, builder 
and banker become the vice-president and man- 
ager the corporation. Mr. Spencer has been 
giving his entire energy making this enterprise 
big success and there good reason why 
should not become such. 

has been stated the Bulletin, resolutions 
were presented the Secretary and the 
Board Councilors, which obligate the Medical 
Building Corporation part its purchase price 
the option originally taken and held the 
Los Angeles County Medical Association, give 
that Association, desirable auditorium, office, 
library, museum and recreation room facilities 
the nominal cost one hundred dollars year 
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rental. that that extent least 
assured for our Association and its mem- 
bers. 


The whole matter has gone too far forward, ever 
permit back. The building can and will 
built, and along the lines outlined the past. 
There can doubt its being financial 
success for those who invest therein and the 
same time credit and benefit both the Los 
Angeles County Medical Association and com- 
munity large. 


The only point doubt the extent which 
the Los Angeles County Medical Association will 
ultimately become actual owner large 
part the building. had the whole-hearted 
financial and other co-operation which this enter- 
prise deserves, would possible the course 
twenty-five years so, make the Los 
Angeles County Medical Association one the 
richest county units the United States. 
course, secure such beneficial results for the 
future would mean that to-day would have 
front. And yet, many, not the majority our 
century hence. What do, therefore, 
largely for ourselves after all. 

When lending co-operation this enterprise 
means nothing more than the safe investment 
some money the securities very high-class 
building proposition, surely under such conditions, 
what demanded the way co-operation would 
not seem excessive. 

the hope many our Association see 
our County Unit become one the strongest 
America. Surely other community does the 
opposition regular medicine seem 
closely united its efforts misrepresent and 
what its members 

not unite what will the result 
the end few years? What chance would 
have individuals against the rampant agita- 
tors and faddists and fanatics who have been trying 
undo, and not altogether 
much our past work the protection the 
health? 

What better means can bring into existence 
for continued growth and solidarity our county 
unit than this medical building? Your Secretary, 
who has not hesitated stand sponsor for many 
the innovations during the last few 
which seem have been important increasing 
the size and strength our Society, tells you 
frankly that his opinion, the next logical step 
forward and must suitable home for our 
Society. And nothing could better this 
direction than the Splendid Class building 
which contemplated. 

Without such home, our Society has nothing 
more it, other than that which was ahead 
the past. other words, without home 
for our Association, would have loosely or- 
ganized Society, with transient and varying spurts 
activity inactivity according elected 
from time time, working and non-working 
groups officers. 

When look about this city and note 
what has been accomplished women’s clubs and 
similar organizations, with far less reason for real 
union than our profession needs, surely have 
little proud regards our own past 
efforts similar directions. 

Your Secretary believes with those members 
who hold that this building marks the eve 
better condition affairs for all and that 
through it, will last, able come into 
our own. Moreover, that they who are not with 
the Society this proposition must classed 
among those who are against it, and against the 
best interests our Association. 

This time quibble over theories ideals. 
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have done that for forty years and the sum 
total material resources was represented 
grand saving eight hundred dollars, net 
saving twenty dollars year, and the Society 
stronger the end that time than the 
beginning. 

one year more added almost nine thousand 
dollars and all the members this Society 
come forward anything like the fashion many 
them are able to, will possible state within 
few years that the Los Angeles County Medical 
Association wealthy county unit, active not 
only the protection the public health, but 
the highest and best interests every member 
the profession and Society. But that splendid 
result can come about only through the generous 
and the same time profitable co-operation all 
its members, taking this medical 
building. 

may said that there should not many 
Los Angeles city members our Association who 
have not taken least one one hundred dollar 
bond this building. The terms payment are 
easy and virtually within the means all 
nearly all our members. our Building Cor- 
poration were able announce that every Los 
Angeles city member had taken least one bond 
(which carries one share stock gratis), would 


make the subsequent steps the financing the 


building just that much easier and quicker. Both 
the moral and physical support every member 
needed and the Society has just claim for 
such support this matter. 

With whole-hearted co-operation will possi- 


ble accomplish end good for our Associa- 


tion, but only luke warm support given, 
will have little more than the empty. thought 
what might have been, console us. 

repeat, unless unforeseen obstacles intervene, 
this building will built; but. whether not 
will time become large part the direct prop- 
erty the Los Angeles County Medical Asso- 
ciation will depend greatly the attitude our 
members take this enterprise to-day. And to-day 
means to-day and not five years from now. 

The officers the Association and the Medical 
Corporation make earnest plea for the co- 
operation every member the Society this 
proposition and would false what 
have been working for the last several years 
and what hope our will able 
accomplish through this enterprise, did not 
emphasize most outspoken manner our belief 
the full necessity such co-operation. 

groups boys college fraternities can build 
expensive chapter houses, and clubs women 
can become owners splendid club house prop- 
erty, then surely, organization six hundred 
physicians, with history forty years honor- 
able service should also able much 
more. 

conclusion, wish thank all who the 
past year have given aid the preparation the 
programs the work the Society; and 
there any who that the Secretary was not 
sweet tempered all times might have 
been, ask that his failure this put down 
one those weaknesses which beset these 
human minds and bodies most not all us.

There have been very few times when 
the counts have gone beyond 10,000 per 
feel that the improvement that direction 
has been largely due. the proper sterilizing 
bottles. There have been complaints various 
times relative dirty looking bottles sediment 
the bottles. effort has always been made 
look the cause this careless handling the 
milk and the trouble corrected immediately. 

questionable whether any better means 
education the laity concerning clean milk, could 
used than issue booklet setting forth the 
conditions and around unclean dairies and con- 
trasting these conditions with those modern, 
well-equipped, sanitary dairy. The results the 
recent effort the Los Angeles Health Depart- 
ment secure pure milk for Los Angeles shows 
that educational campaign must started 
educate its citizens along this line. 

_There have been several dairies which have sig- 
nified their intention starting certified milk 
dairy, but yet none have come the re- 
quirements, and the present time have one 
dairy which has added its herd and has mater- 
ially increased its output during the past year.

REPORT PROSECUTION ILLEGAL 
PRACTITIONERS. 
Los Angeles, Cal., December 19, 1912. 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen the Los 
Angeles County Medical Association: 


Your program extensive, and your Secretary 
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having asked for brief report, shall detain 
you but few moments. 


One year ago addressed you, and most 
the things then hoped have been accom- 
plished. two years’ work Southern Cali- 
fornia alone approximately two hundred unlicensed 
practitioners have been closed and put out 
business, eighty-two the period from April 
15, 1912, August 1912. Professional abor- 
tionists have large numbers been driven from 
the city, convicted, placed under indictment 
put entirely out business. definition 
professional abortionist is, one who performs crim- 
inal abortions the exclusion all other work. 
Such men here are now relics the past, though, 
course, abortions are still performed. The death 
rate from abortions has been greatly reduced, all 
the most dangerous men closed punished, 
and leave your collective wisdom the future 
problem applies the other class abor- 
tionists. 

have Los Angeles now separate office, 
medical inspector, attorney (not myself), but 
are greatly handicapped for necessary funds. The 
little organization keen and effective, willing, 
overworked, and underpaid. That organization has 
the assistance all governmental agencies and 
prepared most efficient work. The Public 
Welfare League saved the day for the work, 
enabling cover, measure, all Southern 
California. The League advances about $75.00 
month towards the Board’s work. Some you 
have not joined the Public Welfare League, and 
many who did join, especially those amongst you 
who are near-millionaires, have not paid your sub- 
scription. 

have talked members your profession 
Del Monte once, Oakland once, Fresno once, Red- 
lands once, Riverside twice, Los Angeles now 
three times and Pomona once. This the re- 
quest physicians who evidently wanted know 
something what were trying do. the 
large amount information which has come 
from physicians since the agitation apparent 
that wider interest being taken these ques- 
tions. the meeting Oakland twenty-four 
men immediately guaranteed sufficient money 
carry two years’ work. The work being done 
there and through the County Society, and they 
are paying their inspector nearly twice much 
your inspector being paid here. The results 
Alameda County have been good, not 
better, than the results attained here our first 
few months’ work, fourteen hundred dollars 
fines, understand, having already been collected, 
crooks indicted, and much the medical scum 
the earth run out the town. illustration 
the efficiency the present local work, due 
entirely organization, and not any 
the part our underpaid and sometimes unpaid 
employees, the “Mayo Brothers,” licensed phy- 
sicians, masquerading under that false name, opened 
office and advertised San Diego. 
just few days our men had them closed 
there, followed them Santa Monica where they 
opened “La Fave,” and moved them out 
there about the same length time. When 
started this work two years ago would have 
been practically impossible have done anything 
with such outfit. 

The promise made you year ago donate 
without compensation this year the supervision 
the been fulfilled, and after have 
finished helping you through your coming fight 
the Legislature, shall turn over you the burden 
seeing that the organization have here shall 
enabled continue its effective work. 

may plead with you, let emphasize your 
duty see that all our good work not undone 
your failure grasp the problem and provide 
now for continual and uninterrupted work along 
these lines. 
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have handled many malpractice suits and 
similar matters this district for your Society, 
well taking interest the above matters, 
have necessarily arrived some decided notions 
and have drawn some conclusions from con- 
nection with your profession. may trans- 


opinions, but briefly the more important con- 
clusions are follows: 


Educate the public regarding the noble efforts 
being made your profession benefit man- 
kind and regarding the wonderful strides you are 
making. possible, the 
ridicule physicians the stage the news- 
papers magazines. 


Raise sufficient funds to, year after year, 


have young lawyer and inspector steadily 


employed and with sufficient assistants keep 
unlicensed practitioners and. crooks down the 
lowest point. 

Keep on, you have the past, raising 
the standard education and efficiency your 
profession. While the law requires but ordinary 
care and skill the part the physician 
surgeon, the patient always expects and should 
have the benefit extraordinary care and skill. 


See that your state organization reflects ac- 


curately the views and desires controlling 


majority your members. 


Make some particular study the cause for 
many malpractice suits and the means 
taken avoid them. They have considerable 
bearing the question confidence the public 
the medical profession. 


great many things remain done, and 
wish were possible for with you 
see that they are done. have grave fears that 
you will not take sufficient interest insure con- 
sistent, efficient and continued action assisting 
the Medical Board the premises. However, 
has been said me, have done lot talking; 
and have not succeeded sufficiently rousing 
the profession along these lines, the fault does not 
lie with me. The credit for the excellent work 
done throughout the whole state lies with Chas. 
Tisdale especially, and with the excellent Board 
Medical Examiners which Secretary.

Failure these two things will detract just 
that much from the very big success the building 
would be, and from the benefit which would accrue 
our County Society whole-hearted and gener- 
co-operation.

Fellow Members:

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Francisco County Medical Society, outlined 
your directors, your inspiring and indefatigable 
Secretary and serious minded committees, had but 
one single aim: the strengthening the Society 
factor the profession well from the 
view point the public. 

Hence closer relations with the laity through 
the Chamber Commerce, the judiciary, the 
State and the municipal educational departments, 
the further development section work and the 
use of. hospital wards for clinical meetings. 

The intrinsic value membership the San 
Francisco County Medical Society has been en- 
hanced the recent decision your Committee 
Admissions abandon the old policy numer- 
ical strength for that quality. The unques- 
tionable logic and the certain benefits de- 
rived from such policy are clearly outlined 
said committee’s annual report. 

The one illuminating event the past year, 
which marks new era the medical history 
San Francisco, owe your Building Com- 
mittee, ably assisted the Secretary the State 
Society, Dr. Philip Mills Jones. refer the 
San Francisco County Medical Society Building 
which almost assured fact. 

The tremendous possibilities such building— 
the best the city and under the exclusive man- 
agement the County Medical Society—its eleva- 
ting influence the profession and 
ticularly every tenant said building, the re- 
sulting prestige the Society, all this will dis- 
cussed length your committee’s report. 

Given these ideal conditions, your library be- 
comes indispensable, and under the direction 
your erudite librarian, Dr. Eloesser, its 
usefulness will greatly enlarged; but, following 
the example universities and hospitals cities 
possessing single central library (New York, 
for instance) should continue limit our- 
selves strictly the support working library, 
the files which members may have ready 
and convenient access. 

Your attention especially called the ex- 
cellent condition your finances. 

would seem like twaddle discuss the lodge 
and contract question annual report. The 
problem question longer one ethics, 
but economic problem universal scopé, and 
the advent hordes European immigrants 
through the Panama Canal will obviously modify 
any solution based the semi-luxurious condi- 
tions now prevailing the profession 
Coast. 

The profession’s one-sided discussion the 
lodge and contract problem has demonstrated our 
inability offer solution; consequently, 
many other problems which the public’s in- 
terests outrank those the medical profession, 
must stand aside and allow the public de- 
termine the remedy. 

The value the majority medical society 
meetings directly proportional the character 
and extent the discussion following the reading 
papers. The papers appear subsequently 
print, when they may weighed with far greater 
accuracy than when presented viva voce. seems 
manifestly unjust call the members together 
for,no other purpose than listen the read- 
ing the proof-sheets their State Journal, 
unless provision made for intelligent and 
varied discussion the subject-matter. Your 
presiding officer, therefore, strongly commends 
the action your Executive Committee re- 
quiring that all papers posted the library 
one week prior being read before the Society. 

Those inclined curtail and even exclude criti- 
cism from our meetings should reminded that 
criticism harmful only when destructive; 
constructive criticism, matter how trenchant, 
always helpful. Critical analysis! What more 
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potent, more just have against the 
ever present pretender through whose efforts ad- 
stitute for scientific evidence some quarters, the 
pseudo-scientific type which thrives pre-digested 
extract foreign mail, the type that dominated 
and stifled the progress medicine San Fran- 
cisco years ago, that succession more less 
reputable old, voluble practitioners who, having 
attained place and power accidental circum- 
stances rather than merit, could not, would not 
see the truth outside their lucrative chairs and 
spurious shrines. 


To-day the medical profession San Francisco 
compares very favorably with that the great 
Eastern cities. Unlike the latter, San Francisco 
has not given all its talent its universities; 
retains numberless men particularly well trained 
modern medicine, men whose publications have 
placed them the foremost ranks investigators, 
men who have driven home the fact that the field 
the practitioner may develop into most fruit- 
ful field scientific and that every ob- 
serving practitioner ipso facto investigator. 


Both the directorate and the committees, 
women physicians make not only intelligent but 
diligent and admirably loyal colleagues. Indeed, 
the degree esprit corps commonly exhib- 
ited medical women were among 
men, the influence the medical profession would 
immeasurably strengthened. 


The history the California Board Medical 
Examiners during the past five years has been 
one rapid disintegration. The Board’s lower- 
ing both ethical and educational standards, its 
cessation adequate investigation colleges and 
credentials, its failure.to develop what California 
was the first adopt—practical tests for licensure 
—its concessions organized quackery (naturo- 
paths), and its total lack influence medical 
education could but lead disaster. Hence, the 
blacklisting this State high standard States. 
When, therefore, our Legislature adds reciprocity 
amendment our medical act, shall enjoy 
the doubtful privilege exchanging courtesies 
with the low standard States; shall com- 
pelled accept the weak, the strong will 
barred. the face such facts serious-minded 
people are already asking the Board Medical 
Examiners sufficient value the State and 
profession justify its existence. Medical legis- 
lation California state chaos. The 
apathy the profession, coupled with the inertia 
and unintelligence medical officials, ac- 
counts for the thoughtless and vicious legislation 
which has crippled California’s original model law, 
the law our own choice, the law written 
its. entirety the medical profession. And 
but natural that the illiterate 
should have taken and shall continue take ad- 
vantage our blunders, blunders which have 
wiped out decades cumulative efforts and may 
serious factor the economic, moral and hygienic 
conditions the 


the medical profession have violated 
public trust; shift the blame the people 
neither fair nor honest. 


recent letter addressed the San Francisco 
County Medical Society, Governor Johnson writes: 
that could count upon the medical profes- 
sion for mean disinterested, non- political, and 
non-partisan assistance organized societies the 
profession.” 

permanent benefit has come physicians’ 
repeated attempts assist the judiciary the 
enforcement that section the penal code re- 
lating abortion. The same may said the 
sporadic raids made the postoffice inspectors. 


Keep the angel makers from your Society and 
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let the public, through its legislators, prohibit. 
proclaim the “right abort.” 


The broad and liberal policy the medical 
departments our two universities augurs well 
for the progress medicine this coast. Un- 
like private and ecclesiastic hospitals, they wel- 
come the medical public their wards, operating 
rooms and laboratories where workers and inves- 
tigators will find scientific atmosphere, wealth 
alluring material and sincere encouragement. 
Our university hospitals must, deserving 
the name, more than give skilful 
attention and careful nursing; they must deal with 
the problem disease its broadest aspects; 
they should constitute clearing-house for our 
ideas, our doubts, our hopes. Were practitioners 
avail themselves more consistently and system- 
atically these valuable privileges, much distant 
traveling might avoided, fewer good men would 
shame their alma mater dragging down ideals 
bolstering moribund institutions; our poly- 
clinics, now conducted, would longer have 
any serious raison d’etre, and neither the profes- 
sion nor the public would mourn the ensuing loss 
professorships partibus. 


That medicine facing ever increasing wave 
discredit among laity none can afford 
ignore. The causes said discredit are numer- 
ous, but none are more potent than our lack 
knowledge and the untrustworthiness not in- 
considerable fraction the profession. The 
thinking public knows the unstable side medi- 
cine, well aware the tremendous role 
played tradition, sentiment and fashion medi- 
cal and surgical therapy; not convinced that 
medical practice, contradistinction medical 
science, has kept pace with the general educational 
development the masses; the public does not 
forget our ridiculous tergiversations State and 
national legislative matters, our indecision and 
costly mistakes municipal ordinances, our in- 
ability agree upon and still less enforce laws 
relating the practice medicine 
health. cannot understand our failure sup- 
press that curse American medicine,—the pro- 
prietary medical school; our indifference toward 
the dichotomy* activities certain operating higher 
ups; cannot understand why the law governing 
contract and fraud should operate differently with 
the physician than the case other individuals, 
the readiness physicians build wall 
immunity around confreres guilty crass ignor- 
ance inexcusable carelessness. The advanced 
thought the intelligent portion the com- 
munity refuses fed doctrines, wants 
more than veneer truth, yearns for facts, 
expects more from the medical profession than 
mere treatment. Nevertheless, has thought out 
the place the physician our social order 
and realizes the enormous service medicine 
capable rendering. It, therefore, behooves the 
physician regain the public confidence; and 
ought make haste and reform ourselves from 
within before the storm public disapproval be- 
comes uncontrollable. 

Let come down from our pedestals and get 
closer the people, consult more often the public 
pulse rather than attempt control it, remember 
that medical men exist for the benefit the pub- 
lic and not the public for the advantage our 
profession, and that our responsibilities the 
public increase proportion our knowledge. 
Let more frank with ourselves and make 
ethics synonymous with plain honesty and com- 
mon sense. Let restrain those who are lowering 
the practice medicine the level the trades; 
let recognize and encourage the train- 
ing the younger generation physicians, 


cease belittling the role the the public 


splitting. 
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eye, and refuse employ anesthetists, assistant 
school inspectors, etc., trained nurses who are 
neither legally nor otherwise qualified act 
such capacity. 

analyzing the public’s mistrust the D., 
let not forget the infinitesmal percentage our 
confréres dare consult when sickness enters our 
own household. Let acknowledge the crude 
and imperfect character our present methods 
limiting the incidence disease, protecting the 
perfecting the race. Let get 
closer the fundamental sciences upon which 
modern medicine based, cultivate the negation 
all doctrines—the experimental method—and 
dint patient and ceaseless effort, perfect our 
conspicuously rudimentary and defective powers 
observation. Bearing mind grand peutétre 
Rabelais, let curb our attitude obstinate 
unreceptive skepticism, especially regard the 
role emotion the condition physical health. 

Above all, let endeavor develop spirit 
loyalty each other, hearty and unselfish co- 
operation and combination within our ranks, and 
working shoulder shoulder build firm the foun- 
dation great professional fraternity with 
unquestioned ethical and ever higher educational 
standards. doing may see, cer- 
tain European countries, enlightened public turn 
their physicians guides, philosophers and 
friends, both health and disease. 

Happy the one who can say himself when 
the curfew life glitters upon the evening 
have done what could” for the cause the 
profession and the welfare humanity!

Librarian’s Report. 


the President and Members the San Fran- 
cisco County Medical Society. 

Gentlemen:—The library has 
erably during the past year. have added 406 
bound volumes our files and have subscribed 
new journals. have filled out 
journals purchase and exchange; some 
these have been able complete, others, 
whose files would have been very expensive 
fill out entirely have completed for the last ten 
years, leaving the earlier and more expensive but 
less frequently called for volumes until such 
time our funds might warrant their purchase 
without curtailing the acquisition books and 
journals more immediate interest: have had 
235 volumes bound, our endeavor being bind 
the more valuable and more frequently called for 
journals first; many our files still remain 
bound, and order preserve them intact rec- 
ommend that next year’s appropriation made 
sufficient have this done. Eye, ear, nose and 
throat, urological, gynecological and pediatric jour- 
nals represent the greater part the new sub- 
scriptions. this year felt ourselves able 
subscribe but very few specialistic journals, 
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considering that those interest the general 
practitioner should taken first. With the divis- 
ion the Society into sections, however, came 
demands for specialistic journals, and these our 
increased budget has enabled The 
library made agreements with the various sections 
which they were furnish complete cer- 
tain files journals and systems medicine, 
whereas the library was pay for the new sub- 
scriptions. eye, ear, nose and throat section 
has tried, through the librarian the old Eye, 
Ear, Nose and Throat Society, Dr. Frederick, 
carry out their part the agreement, and Dr. 
Willard the section has notified 
its willingness its share. 


have received cash contributions from the 
medical and surgical sections $51.00 and $60.50 
respectively, and $15.00 for X-ray journals. With 
this money bought Keen’s Surgery, and sub- 
scribed foreign archives internal medicine, 
pediatrics and X-ray. 

have cleaned the library quantity 
duplicates, selling them good price second- 
hand book dealers New York and Leipzig and 
the Stanford Library. The sale these dupli- 
cates has brought round figures $166.00. 


The completion our files could not have been 
carried out were not for these very welcome 
additions our budget. 


Our budget was just sufficient pay for the 
journals and their binding; our books have come 
from various sources, public 
are indebted Dr. Sherman for great num- 
ber useful surgical books, Dr. Stelzner’s 
widow for the books belonging her late 
band, and several others. owe thanks 
the Society German Physicians, which its 
dissolution made over its valuable library us, 
and the State Journal, which lets have the 
books sent for review. this connection 
may mention that will glad receive and 
acknowledge donations modern text books and 
all journals, old and new. Many the mem- 
bers have books that would prove very acceptable 
for which they longer have interest use, and 
many them have broken files journals 
which they longer refer, but which might fill 
one our greatly needed sets. The library would 
very glad know such files. Furthermore, 
would urge that the members show more inter- 
est reviewing books. When receive book 
from the State send out card 
member asking whether will review the book. 
Often get reply, sometimes the book 
review, but months elapse and review 
comes forth—sometimes don’t even get the 
book back. good reviews and prompt ones 
should get more publishers send their recent 
publications the Journal, which the main, 
almost the sole, source our text-books. 

The policy the library has been endeavor 
provide satisfactory working library for the 
general practitioner. Our budget small, have 
had limit ourselves this. have tried there- 
fore make our files journals general inter- 
est, the weeklies and monthlies, particularly the 
domestic and the English ones, complete 
possible. There are many special journals, which 
should still have. The purely scientific jour- 
nals have left aside. Our budget would not 
allow any but very scanty selection, and 
have thought that the interests the Society, 
the general practitioner, would better served 
providing for the clinical side medicine and 
leaving the journals academic interest, the sci- 
entific journals, the university libraries, whose 
duty foster and provide for that part 
the profession that engaged purely scientific 
research. this way our files and those the 
Lane Library measure complete each other. 

closing would urge our two necessities 
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your attention, money—a liberal budget and 
liberal donations, and space—more ample quarters, 
for have outgrown our own, 
Respectfully submitted, 
(Signed) LEO ELOESSER, 
Librarian. 


Report the Milk Commission. 


the Members the San Francisco County 

Medical Society: 

Your Milk Commission has completed its sev- 
enth year existence and its fifth year active 
work, During the past year fourth dairy, sit- 
Napa Valley, has been certified, and for 
the first time barns and complete equipment have 
been erected under the direction our experts. 
overhead trolley system inaugurated 
handle feed and manure; and overhead water pipes 
prevent the dragging hose over floors when 
use cleansing the animals prior milking. 
The proprietor, experienced dairyman, made this 
unsolicited comment: “It easier work and takes 
less men run this dairy than commercial dairy 
the same size.” 


dairy Bixler the process certifica- 
tion, where the problem the relation milking 
machines the bacterial content milk will 
worked out. 


new cap has been adopted for the certified 
milk bottles. 


the present moment there considerable 
confusion the distribution milk due the 
drivers town, entailing the once day delivery 
milk. Under this arrangement, however, certified 
milk will reach the consumer earlier age. 


The number distributors has increased 
San Francisco sixteen, and the commission has 
appointed inspector distributing points, who 
will visit the stations and keep watch the con- 
ditions icing, etc., which milk held. 
This new departure and your commission feels 
will add much the strength the commis- 
sion’s work. 

November, the news the death Dr. Geo. 
Baker came us. Dr. Baker had been gov- 
ernment work under the Bureau Agriculture 
the Philippines during the past year, and died 
his home Berkeley shortly after his return. 
had leave absence from his position lay 
member the Milk Commission for the year. 
Dr. Baker has given throughout his four years 
service the commission most generously 
his expert knowledge dairy matters, and has 
served tirelessly committees and dairy trips 
taking many hours time. was under his ad- 
vice that passed what known the 10% 
law, e., cows may added dairy herd 
coming from bunch cows which show more 
than 10% reactors the tuberculin test. This 
law was reported the American Association 
Medical Milk Commissions Dr. Geo. Baker 
1910 Philadelphia, where represented us, and 
approved them. 

present 3642 quarts milk are sold daily un- 
der our certification San Francisco County; 176 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, and 219 Marin 
County, making total 4037. 


Our commission, conjunction with the Ala- 
meda County Milk Commission, has sent dele- 
gate for the past two years the annual meeting 
the American Association Medical Milk 
Commissions. This regard great value 
keeps our commission close associa- 
tion with the work throughout the country. 

have received the resignation Dr. Lewis 
Mace, who has served for four years mem- 
ber the commission, and for one year its 
president. 
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During the year three lectures have been given 
Phases the Milk Supply and Certified Milk, 
audiences San Rafael, the students the 
University California course Civic 
Problems, and the Cooper Science Club. The 
slides illustrating these lectures (some 40) have 
been loaned the Chinese A., and may 
borrowed for any lecturer’s use who wishes 
help the appreciation the value pure milk. 

Your commission relies the University 
California for the chemical and bacteriological 
well veterinary work the dairies, and wishes 
here thank Professor Jaffa and Dr. Roadhouse 
for their faithful work and constant interest. 

The commission solvent. Its income de- 
rived from the tax cents per thousand 
the caps, and this covers the expenses assistant 
secretary and inspector, visits the commission 
dairies, etc. 

closer acquaintance with the working charts 
and records the commission the part the 
Medical Society greatly desired. More active 
co-operation the medical profession, which 
would follow understanding what your com- 
mission attaining, could double the sales cer- 
tified milk and reduce infant mortality and mor- 
bidity from intestinal diseases correspondingly.

DR. EMIL STELTZNER. 


Dr. Emil Steltzner was born Jan. 18, 1862, 
the son highly cultured and 
well-to-do parents. Receiving broad and excel- 
lent education, his natural marvelous gift for music 
was that his musical attainments 
almost rivaled achievements. 
studied medicine Halle, Berlin, Bonn, and Leip- 
zig, taking his degree the last named university. 


1891 came America and located 
Alameda, from which place moved San Fran- 
cisco 1900. 

Emil Steltzner specialized gynecology and 
was known amongst his associates walking 
encyclopedia medical literature. For many years 
was the treasurer and librarian the German 
Medical Society, sacrificing great deal time 
and labor the furthering the work this 
organization. 

The last two years his life were for him 
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years atrocious suffering, the result lym- 
phosarcoma the peribronchial glands. Gradual- 
the jovial and popular man withdrew from most 
societies which formerly took active in- 
terest and shunned everybody with the exception 
very few select friends.

Skin Leonard Freeman. Quarto, 
cloth. Pages 129. Mosby Co., St. Louis, 
Publishers. Price $1.50. 


There not much good said this 
book. contains nothing new; compilation 
tains statements opinion not all accord 
with modern teaching.

Microbes and Toxins. Dr. Etienne Burnet. 
Translated from the French Broquet 
and Scott. Science Series, Put- 
nam’s Sons, 1912. Price $2.00. 


Burnet’s aim this book some 300 pages 
bring the bacteriological science 
laboratory and set before the reading public. 
Only those who have experienced the difficulty 
putting medical science into popular form will ap- 
preciate Burnet’s work. reveals universe 
micro-organisms, some beneficent, others mischiev- 
ous, upon which the science bacteriology 
founded. For the layman the first half the 
book will solve many questions, just what 
germs are, their form, their mode life and 
ways invading man. For the student and prac- 
titioner more interesting more fascinating 
reading can found than Burnet’s 
immunity, anaphylaxis, vaccines and sera and the 
chemotherapy. 


Treatise Pellagra for the General Practi- 
tioner. Edward Jenner Wood, B., 
York and London. 1912. 


The general practitioner who resorts 
book for his knowledge pellegra will find 
wade through the mass summaries, 
quotations, and translations which form the open- 
ing chapters history and The book 
consists essentially reading notes, unnecessarily 
complete and presented many places without 
clear indication the purpose their introduc- 
tion. chapters devoted description 
the disease are enlivened helpful pictures and 
illustrative material from the author’s own 
experience with four hundred cases. the basis 
history and his American experience, the 
author considers the maize theory, the causa- 
tion pellagra untenable. describing 
the skin lesions places great emphasis 
their accurate symmetry and 
point great diagnostic importance. While the 
book has many faults style and construction, 
will nevertheless justify its existence making 
available the author’s extensive observations 


Arteriosclerosis. Louis Warfield, B., 
Second edition. Mosby Co., St. Louis, 
1912. Price $2.50. 

The author, addressing himself the general 
practitioner, has endeavored give “readable 


authoritative essay disease which espe- 
cially outcome modern civilization.”

Many good illustrations dental de- 
formity and disease incident disease the 
mouth and jaws, and explicit and clear text 
will make the dental part this treatise espe- 
cially valuable the general surgeon, being 
aspect the subject hitherto little considered 
surgical text-books. The chapters fractures 
the mandible and cleft palate 
are excellent; they present points view that 
should use preventing dental errors often 
made the general surgeon treating these 
conditions. the dentist the book may rec- 
ommended everywhere embodying 
gical principles, and the fruit wide surgi- 
cal experience. Photographs specimens from 
London museums, taken especially for this book, 
descriptions methods witnessed foreign hos- 
pitals, plates casts dissections 
evidence the labor and care bestowed on_ the 
work, which however not mere compilation, 
but gives plentiful expression the author’s per- 
sonal opinion—the result wide experience and 
sane and critical judgment. The first few 
chapters are for the benefit the dental student 
and are devoted general surgery, the remaining 
ones treat the diseases the mouth and jaws 
proper. book this kind rare; text- 
warmly recommended both the general and 
the dental surgeon. 


Text Book the Pathogenic Bacteria and Pro- 
tozoa. Seventh edition, thoroughly revised.

For the 
specialist the book out the question, being 
too inaccurate, indefinite, and inadequate. the 
other hand would fair book for the busy 
practitioner for and give him brief 
résumé the literature date. With like 
number other recent publications, the author has 
attempted devote too much space the more 
recent methods and conditions, ne- 
glecting more important “old” subjects. The bac- 
teriological side sanitation neglected sad 
degree, this important branch the subject being 
merely touched upon. few his experiments 
showing lack detail are follows: autoclave, 
232; antiseptics, 302; Wassermann reaction, 
334; stools typhoid, 650. 


The illustrations are commended, most 
them being simple, clear, easily under- 
stood. 


New Aspects Diabetes, Pathology and Treat- 
ment. Prof. Dr. Carl von 
Published Treat Co., New York. 
1912. Price $1.50. 


This the latest the well-known red covered 
books with which this firm publishers has kept 
the American medical public touch with the 
work von Noorden. This monograph covers 
series lectures delivered during October, 1912, 
before the New York Post-Graduate Medical 
School. Physicians and students San Francisco 
had the opportunity hearing two these lec- 
tures (San Francisco County Medical Society, Oct. 
15, 1912; Stanford University, Oct. 21, 1912), and 
they will surely welcome the opportunity hav- 
ing these permanent form. There are many 
points presented von Noorden which differ 
from our older accepted views, the most radical 
being the one expressed the harmlessness 
the ketonuria often seen changing 
strict diet, this being source great worry 
the average physician who only too frequently 
sees this indication for the administration 
carbohydrates. The relations the various 
glands with internal secretions the pancreas are 
interestingly shown, though must confessed 
that but little practical value far therapy 
concerned, has resulted from this study. 

The translation these lectures leaves great 
deal desired, especially the first chapters. 
Their perusal thus deprived great deal 
the pleasure which they otherwise afford. 
would seem the haste with which they 
were translated and published had something 
with this. German readers would rec- 
ommend the sixth edition von Noorden’s “Die 
Zuckerkrankheit und ihre published 
Aug. Hirschwald Berlin, February, 1912, 
being just modern and far more comprehensive 
scope.

INTERESTING CIRCULAR. 


Chicago, Dec. 12, 1912. 


Members the American Surgical Trade Asso- 


Gentlemen:—During the last month the postal 
authorities have made very active campaign 
against persons and firms who are selling medi- 
cines and devices for the purpose practicing 
“race suicide,” and about 200 persons have been 
arrested different parts the country and are 
now being prosecuted. 


practically all surgical instrument catalogues 
there are certain pessaries, aluminum stems, etc., 
advertised for sale, which were originally designed 
for legitimate purposes, and therefore occurred 
your president, that some day over-zealous 
official might swoop down some our mem- 
bers and prosecute them account selling 
these legitimate surgical instruments. order 
guard against such contingency, have asked our 
legal advisor, Mr. Hovey, look the 
law this subject, and have consultation with 
the Chief Postal Inspector, clear the situa- 
tion. The law reads follows: 


“Everything designed intended (or adopted) 
for the purpose preventing conception pro- 
curing abortion shall not mailed.” 


further are informed that the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission has also made ruling that 
such articles cannot sent express from 
State State. The inspector informed our at- 
torney that the postal department has judicial 
power and absolute ruling could not had 
unless the matter was put before headquarters 
Washington. believes, however, that any arti- 
cle that has been designed for legitimate medi- 
cal surgical purpose other than prevention 
conception, when sold reputable physicians only,

Secretary the Board, has been required return 
the funds the State Board Health total 
$705.47 cover discrepancies. 


the. outset, the duty this board 
make plain you that, although the Secretary had 
return this amount, there suggestion any 
criminal action his part. The returning this 
money Dr. Snow the direct result the 
vicious system transacting State business which 
had grown many departments and insti- 
tutions. 


Some idea the inefficiency the old methods 
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and the confusion arising therefrom can had 
from knowledge the fact that took expert 
accountants the greater part three months re- 
construct the records the State Board Health 
for the neriod audit. many instances the rec- 
ords were absolutely worthless, admitting 
check countercheck and presupposing part 
the system accurate memory the part 
the person charge. 


The discrepancies making the total $705.47 
cover the entire period the audit. There are 
many and they are such variety that recita- 
tion them would effect duplication the 
report the audit the accountants. Therefore, 
copy the report hereto attached and made 
part this special report. 

Steps have been taken properly formulate the 
business methods the State Board Health and 
prevent recurrence the discrepancies and con- 
fusion whith have arisen under the old system.

Report Covering Affairs State Board Medical 
Examiners and Supplementary Report. 


His Excellency, Hiram Johnson, Governor 
California: 
State Board Control has completed 
audit and investigation the affairs the State 
Board Medical Examiners. The results the 


audit and investigation are herewith respectfully 
submitted. 


Enclosed you will find certificate deposit num- 
bered 2,942 the Citizens’ Bank Alameda drawn 
favor Hiram Johnson, trustee, for the sum 
$1,324.40. This sum represents restitution the 
funds the medical board certain amounts 
found short the accounts Dr. Charles Tis- 
dale, secretary. The shortage these funds, while 
important from monetary standpoint, had ad- 
ditional significance view the fact that rep- 
resents the unrecorded admission fees thirty-nine 
physicians and surgeons the State whose right 
practice their profession could have been challenged. 

Enclosed you will also find certain correspond- 
ence which came into the hands accountants 
the State Board Control during their audit. Your 
attention respectfully directed this correspond- 
ence contains data which will throw light 
upon the methods formerly employed conducting 
examinations applicants for admission the 
medical profession. These methods were employed 
the former board which Dr. Charles Tis- 
dale was also secretary. 


The period audit extended from May 
March 18, 1912. The analysis the records 
for this period shows that the method handling 
the board’s money was loose and that but little at- 
tention was. paid the board general its 
financial affairs, this being left the hands the 
secretary. Although the income was amply suffi- 
cient for its needs, the board almost constantly 
found itself straitened circumstances. 

This board, like others charged with the enforce- 
ment vocational laws, expended large amounts 
for attorneys’ fees and the returns were meager, 
with the exception Attorney Frost, who seems 
have rendered full value. The method handling 
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the routine business the board was cumbersome 
and inefficient, chiefly for the reason that de- 
volved largely upon the clerks employed under 
co-operative agreement with gentleman who was 
not member the board, but maintained adjoin- 
ing offices. 


The State Board Control respectfully advises 
your Excellency that the loose methods which pre- 
vailed the handling the board’s money could 
not have existed had these funds been deposited 
the state treasury and paid out upon warrant the 
Controller, done the case the adminis- 
trative departments the state government. 


The detailed analysis the accounts the med- 
ical board ‘shows that Dr. Tisdale did not record 
his cash book transmit the treasurer 
the board -the statutory admission fees paid 
thirty-nine applicants for license practice Cal- 
ifornia, 

examination the cash book shows that 
certain instances the names these applicants and 
the record their payments had been made the 
cash book and had been subsequently erased. These 
shortages the cash book were then covered 
bulking the remittances the treasurer the 
board, who had original data from which 
check the amounts had received. There was 
never any reconcilement the books the treas- 
urer and secretary, hence the shortage never came 

This total $1,025 the amount fees received 
but unrecorded. addition this, item 
$299.40 was missing from the records the board. 
This was money collected fines from illegal prac- 
titioners. 


Under the method which has prevailed the med- 
ical board received and kept possession its 
secretary all revenue received from applicants for 
admission, which the chief source revenue. 
cases prosecution where fines were imposed, 
however, the money was transmitted directly from 
the county the state treasury. Subsequently the 
secretary the board drew the treasury for the 
amount the fines. 


Fines aggregating $300 had been deposited 
the state treasury and May 1908, Dr. Tisdale 
drew claim for this amount. The claim was al- 
lowed and the money, less sixty cents exchange, 
was transmitted the Citizens’ Bank Alameda 
the credit Tisdale. Its receipt was never 
recorded the books the medical board. 


This amount, addition the $1,025 short 
admission fees, makes the total $1,324.40 refunded 
the treasury the board Dr. Tisdale. Be- 
cause the absence records impossible 
check the amount money received fines, and 
impossible determine whether all fines were 
transmitted the state treasury. The attorneys 
employed apparently made renort prosecu- 
tions except few cases and the secretary 
the board made none. 


Attorney Frost, employed since July, 
1910, was the sole exception. This gentleman ren- 
dered report and examination the records 
shows that result his prosecutions approxi- 
mately $1,600 fines was collected. His services 
cost the board $2,074.25. 


Eliminating the employment Mr. Frost, 
found that more than $8,000 was expended attor- 
neys’ fees and the only collected fines recorded 
aggregate $1,700. 

Another feature the records the board 
which interesting contained the record 
per diems paid members the board which re- 
tired 1909. one occasion member the 
board sent his proxy voted confrere 
who was present. The vote was recorded proxy, 
but the per diem records show that the absent 
member received $21 per diem.
